and now conſidering they had loſt ar the Siege 
more than halt of their Men, the reſt alſo 
much haraſs'd by the violent Heats of the Sum- 
mer, and the Fatigues and Sickneſſes of the Au- 
tumn, they refolved to make an eaſie Retreat 
to Etvas, waiting, no longer for expreſs Orders © 
From the Court, to raiſe the Siege, which they _ 
had formerly demanded in Vain, no Perſon either 
in City or Camp being willing to make the firft 5 
Propoſals: + i 
Don Louis de Haro, parted from E the 
ne of ATE; with 12000 Foot, and Hale — 
orſe © ni 
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Horſe, accompanied with many Voluntiers and 
Perſons of Note. This great Miniſter was over. 
joyed, when he heard the Portuguege were gone 
from Badajoz, their Army being reduc'd to One 
Half, and thoſe fick and much haraſs'd ; and un- 
derſtanding that in this condition they had 
entred into E/vas, whereof all the Victuals and 

Ammunition bad been ſpent befores Badajoz, he 
reſolv'd to belicge them there. Wherefore he 
fat down before E/vs; on the 15 of September, 


vot doubting, but he hould carry the Place, at 
leaſt by Famin, and give what Terms he pleas d. 


And indeed Proviſions were there extremely 


icarce; for which cauſe many ſick and uſeleſs 
Perſons were ſent away. The Town of Elvas 
is fituared on a Hill, which it intirely covers, 
and is moreover well fortified. and indifterently 


provided with all things neceſſary for Defence; 


and in a Word, the beſt and moſt important 


Place in Portugal, lying about three Leagues 


from Badajoz. Don Louis in the firſt place en- 


camp'd: by the Aqueducts, which he cut off, and 


then drawing his Line of Circumvallation, he 


continued the Siege till the 14 of January, of the 
year following 1559. „% TS 

In the mean time the Portuguese had allem- 
bled an Army of 14 or 15000 Men, the Com- 


mand whereof was given to Antonio de Menezes, 


Count of Caſtagneda, and Marqueſs of Marialva, 
one of the Deliverers of this Country: He was 


a Perſonage well ſhap d, and of a comely Aſpect, 


but of more Courage than Conduct. So ſoon as 
he was come within half a League of the (aſtilian 
Lines, he ſent word to Don Louis, that to Mor- 
row he would give him Battel; upon which the 
Spantards continu'd all night in Arms, 8

the Portugueze, who not ſtirring from their place, 
tho? it was already broad day-light, the Duke of 
St. Germain, returnd with his Men' to the 
Camp, being ſufficiently farigu'd, and petſwaded 
that the Enemy durſt not appear, in ſo muck 

that they cry'd out, that this was fuch another 
| Bravado as had been made at 0/rvenza. Having 
re- entred their Lines, Don Juan Pacheco was 
ſent out with 500 Horſe, who obſerving from 
Six in the Morning to Eight at Night, and | 
perceiving no Appearance of a March, retit d 
to their Quarters. Some time after they were 
gone, the Portuguese begun to March towards 
their Lines, and in the mean time a Fog ariling, 
their Guides loſt the Way, but fo fortunately 
that before the Miſt diſappeard, they were got 
to the Enemies Entrenchments; where not being 
expected, they found only the ordinary Guards, 
and entring on all fides without Refiſtance, they 
were in the middle of the Camp, before any _ 
made head againſt em: rhoſe who came to make 
Oppoſition, in that Confufion, were eaſily rout- 
ed. Thus was this Place relieved without much 
Oppoſition from the Spamards, The Duke of St. 
Germain, having rallyed a good part of 
bis Army, made an orderly Retreat to Badajoz, 
which was three Leagues from thence, wherein 
| he was wounded, as he ſtopt his flying Men, 
and ſuſtaind the Enemy. The Portuguese pur- 
ſu'd not the Caſtilians beyond the Olive Guar- 
dens, which extended not above three quarters 


of a League without the Town: But all thoſe _

taken with the Baggage. © RR 
Amongſt the Prifoners there were ſome ge- 

neral Officers, and Perſons of Quality: Br 
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ME MOTR Siof the 
Portugueze ſide none of note were loſt, ſave 
Andreas de Albuquerque. General of the Horſe, 
whoſe great Courage and noble Actions had given 
expectations, that he aud, aan equalize the Glo- 
ry of his Anceſtors.  / 
This great Victory. did not bring ſuch Joy to 
the Portuguese, as might have been expected in 
ſuch a Conjuncture, which muſt be attributed to 
their Apprehenſions of a Treaty of Peace, which 
began to be ſer on Foot at this time berween 
France and Spain, whereot I ſhall now relate ſome 
Circumſtances, in order to compleat that Repre- 
ſentation of the two Nations which I have pro-

This fame General writing to his Wife, 8 an 
Expreſs diſpatch d from the Court, did ampliſy this 
Relief of Eluas in very magnificent Terms, aſſu- 
ring her, That ſince the Foundation of the Por- 

* FUgUESE Monarchy, they had never gain'd from 

* the Spaniards ſo great and ſignal a Victory, or with 

< leſs expenſe of Blood and Treaſure. - This Lady, 
as the reſt of that Country, being very haughty, and 
affecting a ſtatelineſs on ſuch Occaſions, thought 
it ſufficient for an Anſwer, to ſend a Letter mo 
theſe Words ar Bottom ; If you had done tejs,"T 
would never have ſeen you. 5 
After all theſe brave Actions that paſsd upon 
the Field of Battel were over, the Marqueſs of 
 Mariatoa enterd the Town, where he was re- 
ceiv'd with all deſerv'd Applauſe ; and that ſame 
Evening he neglected not to give all neceſſary 
Orders for the Army, that ic might be ready to 
march againſt to Morrow, in order to reap 
ſome further Advantages from their Victory. Ur- 
ged on by a Deſire of Glory, he aroſe * in the 
Morning; but was exceedingly ſurpriz d, when 
going out of the Town, he underſtood that all. 
his Troops were run away, every one being gone 
to his own Home; and that the Porrzgueze had 
taken unto themſelves that Liberty, which he had 
granted to the Spaniards. Let has not this Ex- 
ample prevail d with the Portugueze, to amend _ 
this Fault: for never were any leſs defirous to 
make Advantage of a Victory than thex. 

During the Remainder of the Year 1659, and 

all the following, neither did the Porrugueze nor 
the Caſtilians take the Field : thoſe, having loſt 1 
the moſt part of their Old Infantry, at the Siege = 
of Badajoz ; and theſe having fatigud themſelves, $4 
and been ſeverely motive, before Elvas. Mote- 
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over the Spaniards expected Don Juan of Au ftria, 


from Kanders, with Veterane Troops and Experi- 
_ enced Commanders, wherewith they hop'd to 


take their Revenge, and give a new Face to Af- 
fairs. Such was the Stare of the Spaniards and 
Portygueze, when they were to begin the Cam- 
paign of the Year 1661, under the Conduct of 
Don Fobn of Auſtria. and Frederick Count of 
rr ĩ I OO 

The Count of Schomberg, having already ſpent 


two Months, in informing himſelf in the Affairs 
of Portugal, departed from Lisbon about the end 


of January 1661, to learn the Condition of the 


Towns and Garriſons, on the Frontiers of Alen- 


Tejo. This Province that has its Name from its 


being beyond the River Tajo with reſpect to the 


reſt of the Kingdom, had for Governour Do 
Hieronimo de Ataida Count de Atougura, who 
was a Perſon of much Honour, Diſcretion, and 
Bravery, Qualities inherent in the Portugucge. 
But the Vertue for which he was principally re- 
markable, was Uprightneſs, wherein he greatly 


excelled ; For when he was Governour of Bra- 


fi, which furniſh'd Sugar to moſt Parts of Eu- 
rope, he causd that which was usd in his 


own Houſe be brought from Lisbon, that he might 5 


not be blam'd for requiring the ſame from all 


others under his Government. Hence it is, that 
in the Hall of Babia, where the Pictures of the 
-Governours are, he is repreſented with long 
Nails, whereby is fiznified the Eminency of his 


This General, who had this alſo in common 5 
with others of his Country, to be unskill'd in the 


Art of War, and to have more of the Soldier 
than the Commander, went from Elvas attend- 


ed

ed with the Garriſon and Six Field pieces, to wait 


on the Count of Schomberg, whom he met a 
League or two from that Place. It was in this 


Interview, that the Count might properly be 
ſaid firſt to enter on the Exerciſe of his Office of 


Camp -Maſter General of the Portugueze Army. 


He appeared not to be at all ſurpris d at the un- 
uſual Things he beheld; but being indu'd with 
2 great facility of acquiring and ſpeaking the 


Languages, and free from the Incumbrance of 
great Affairs, he inform'd himſelf with eaſe in 
every thing, without the Help of an Interpreter; 


and gave his Advice as one verſt in the things 
he ſpoke of, and of great Knowledge in the In- 
tereſts of Portugal. > Wl 
After the Count de Atouguia had ſhewed him 

the Towns of Elvas, Campo-Mayor, Portalegre, 


Caſtel de Vide, Eftremoz, Ebora, Serpa, and o- 


thers leſs confiderable, whereof the Garrifons were 


in very bad condition, fince the Siege of Badajoz, - 


where the Choice of the Portugueze Infantry 
was loſt; the Count of Schomberg having ſuffi- 
cCiently inform'd himſelf in theſe Matters, went 
.to give account of all to the Queen, and accord- 


ing to his Report and Advice, it was refolv'd, 


that Efremoz, Serpa, Monſarag, and Ebora, 


ſhould without delay be fortified. But as touch- 


ing this laſt Place there were great Debates. The 
Count of Schomberg was of Opinion, that for ſa- 


ving of Time and Charges, it was enough to for- 
tify the Convent of St. Anthony, which ſtands on 


an Hill adjoining to the Towyn- Walls; affirmin 
that if five Baſt ions were made thereto. it woulc

This River from Me- 


rida to Mertola, is full of Huge Fragments of

The Water that 
remains therein in the Summer time, appears not 
ſo much to run, as to flagnate under theſe Rocks, 
and its Channel can't be more fitly compar d, than 
to theſe gaping Hollowreſſes of the Earth made 
by Floods, where the Stones are left, that have,

Enemy on any ſide; which is a mighty Advantage 
to new Tevied Troops and to Militia. Henceforth 
their Armies march'd, with much leſs trouble to 

the Field-Marſhals than formerly. 
Neither were the Portugzeze at this time, 
any better SkilPd in Fortihications, than in the 
Marching and Encampments of Armies; as appear d 
in the Deſign they had to fortify Lisbon: for in- 
tending to comprehend both City and Suburbs in 


one Incloſure, they got an Engineer to delign a 


Model of Twenty ſeven or twenty eight large 
Baſtions, according to which they went on to 
mark out their Work, without ever conſidering 


where they might meet, on a Plain or on a De- 


cliviry, or any regard to the Inequality of the 


Ground; and which was yet more admirable, all 


this had the general Approbation. But after that 
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| Forreigners had been call'd to the Aſſiſtapce of 
if the Portuguese in their Wars, being aſham'd of 
4 3 a Work foill contriv'd, they gave it over. They have

been allo oblig'd ro Strangers for diſcovering to 
*m, and delivering them trom many groſly errone- 
ous Fancies , ſuch as that of King Sebaſtran's being 
ſtill alive, and that he would come to their Aſſiſt- 
= ance when they ſhould be in their greateſt Extre- 
i mities. There were alſo ſeveral Perſons of good 
8 Repute, who would give Goods upon Truft, and 
Jend Mony to ſuch as would oblige themſelves to 
return the Double Value when Don Sebaſtian 
ſhould come. This Schaſtain was one of their Kings, 


1 who having undertaken an Expedition into Afri- 
$3 cas, was killd at the Battel of Alcaar, in 1578, 
1 being twenty five Years of Age. 


The two Armies being ſent into Quarter, both 
Lisbon and Madrid teftity'd their Joy thereat. 
The Portuguse, who had apprehended, that the 
+ Staintards being now delivered from the trouble 

= of the French, would the very firſt Campaign 
> tear their Realm to Pieces, were overjoy'd to find 
them reſt ſatisfy d with taking of a paltry Toon; for 
they made no Reckoning of all theſe Fortific ations 

of Earth, wherewith the Caſtilians endeavoured to 

magnity their Conqueſt. On theother fide Don 

Fohns Faction at Madrid, endeavouring to ſtreng- 

then their Party, publiſh'd with much Oſtenta- 
tion, That this Prince having taken by force the 
important Town of Aronches, had madeit a Ma- 
- gaz in of Arms in order to compleat the Conqueſt 
of Portugal; and to make it abſolutely impre- 

\ enable, had not only repair'd the Breaches, but 

48 bad alſo added five Baftions, and four half 
1 Moons, a large Moat, fourty foot in breadth, 

1 and twenty in Depth, with a covered Way up-

on the Counterſcarp: that the Portugueze were 
fo much alarm d thereat, that they had waſted 
their Men and ſpent their Mony, in putting the 
Places thereabout in a Condition to defend them- 
ſelves from it. The ignorant People joy fully 
entertain d themſelves with theſe Vanities; but 

thoſe of more clear underſtanding, deplored 
theſe Evils, which they ſaw were preſag d by 
ſuch vain Boaſtings. The Death of Don Louis de 
Haro, and the new Favour of the Duke of Me- 
dina de las Torres, did now ſo intirely take up 
the Court, that there was hardly any place for 
the thoughts of forreign Affairs. The ill eſtate of 
the King's Health, his Age, and extreme Weak- 
neſs, gave occaſion to great Troubles. Among all 
the other Factions at Court, that of the Duke 
of Medina was now become the Principal, who 
by Advices from England, Holland and France, 
underſtood what Defigns were on Foot for the 
_ Atliftance and Defence of Portugal. 7486 
King Philip and his Council having learnt the 
Certainty of thoſe Reports, reſolve ro employ all 
their Powers, in order to reduce Portugal under

all theſe great Deſigns were defeated at once by 
the Conſpiracy of the Marqueſs de Liche.

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Government; upon which account he reſolv'd to 


cut off the King, when at the Play, together 


with the Faction now in Favour : but the Mar- 


queſs s Valet de Chamber having made a diſcove- 


ry of all tothe Duke of Medina de las Torres, who 
was now become chief Miniſter- of Sta te, and 


prime Favourite of the King, the Marqueſs was 


immediately apprehended, and his Papers ſeiz d to- 


gether with his Mony, which amounted to vaſt 
Suns: for beſides that his Father had been long 


in Favour, he had alſo ſucceeded to the Goods ot 
the Count Duke de Olivares his Predeceſſor; all 
which deſcended to the Marqueſs as eldeſt Son. It 
was alſo commonly reported among the People, 


who aregenerally upon extremes in their Eſtimate, 


that the Marqueſse s Mother had lent five Milli- 


ons of Livers to Portugal. Theſe Troubles ſerv'd 


for a Pretence to the Miniſters of State whereby 
they excus d them ſeives to Don John, who com- 
plain'd that they had not made ſuch Preparations 
for the enſuing Campaign, as they might, and 
had proms d him todo. | 
As the Court at Madrid was threatned with 
great Evils by reaſon of the Crazineſs of their 


King, that of Portugal was yet in much greater 


Danger from the Savage Humour of Don Alſonſo, 


whom his. Mother had us'd, either with too much 
or too ſittle Indulgence, as will readily appear 
from the Summary of his Life, which I ſhall be 
_oblig'd to give, ſeeing he is the principal Subject 
. of this Hiſtoty, oo „ . 
Don Alfonſo XVI. was born at Villa Vicioſa, 
upon the 16th of Auguſt, in the Year 1643. 
When he was about three or four Years of Age, 


he was taken with a Fever of ſo malignant a Na- 


Ty,

ry, without lofing the Uſe of his Limbs, and po. 
8017 alſo of his Judgment in grea t Meaſure. 


The Queen, who then had no Children befides 
but Prince Theodoſizs, moſt earneſtly defired to 
ſave his Life, coſt what it would; which ac. 


cordingly was done by means of frequent Bleed- 


ings: but he remain'd lame of the right Side, with 
a Spirit alſo much leſs capable of Reaſon, than all 


Extravagant Paſſions. The Air, the Water, and 
the Food of this Country, do ſoon repair the 
Strength, inſomuch that in ſome ſmall time this 


Prince was in a ſtare wherein he might receive In- 
ſtruction. His Preceptor was Nicholas Montei- 


r0, a Man worthy of that Employ; but ſuch were 


the intractable Inclinations of Don Alfonſo, that 


they were inconſiſtent with any Leſſons; and there 


being a Neceſſity to bear with him becauſe of 
his Infirmities, this Remiſneſs increas'd his In- 


docility ; inſomuch that after the Death of Prince 


ITheodoſius, his elder Brother in 1653, he became 
in a nfanner ungovernable. It was upon this 
conſideration, that when the States were - 
bled, according to Cuſtom, to acknowledge the 


apparent Heir of the Crown, ſome of them were 
abſolutely for preferring Don Pedro his younger 


1 Brother born April 26, 1648, being a Child about 


four or five years old: but this Opinion prevail d 
not, and Don Alfonſo was declared Prince, for 
ſo, in this Country, they call the Apparent Heir 
of the Crown. From this time forth the Prince 


harkened not to the Inſtructions either of his 
Maſters, or of the King and Queen, who through 
a parental Tenderneſs, were of Opinion, that a 
ſevere Education would be unſuitable to the 


WMeakneſs of his Youth, and that time as it added 


ſtrengtn 
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ftrength to his Body, would ſweeten his Spirit; 
9 they were extremely miſtaken. 
This Licenſe was encreas'd by the Death of the 
King his Father: Neither could the Regärd and 
Fear he ſhould have had for the Queen his Mo- 
ther, who was Regent of the Realm, be of any 
force to Reſtrain him from living after his own 
Fancy. This Princeſs, tho much taken up with 
the Government, was not Ignorant of her Son's 
Deportment : Bur ſhe had intruſted his Educati- 
on to Don Franciſco de Faro Count of Odemira, 
who by his overmuch Diligence and Severity 
prov'd innocently the Cauſe of all the Fils 
that afrerwards happened. This Noble Man 
neyer permitted the King to be out of his 
fight, but from Dinner to four or five in the 
Evening, which time the Portuguese uſe to 
| ſpend in Sleeping; inſtead of which Pon Alſonſo 
| Baſe'd theſe hours in the Galleries that encom- 
paſsd the Court of the Chappel. This Court, 
which is the principal Entry to the Palace, is 
a Square ſurrounded on all ſides with large For. 
tico s, with Shops on the inner ſide: Tis much 
frequented at all times, fave in theſe Hours [I 
mention d, when the ſcorching Heat of rhe Sun, 
keeps all within Doors. Here the Children who 
feel neither Heat nor Cold, when together, chooſe 
this time to divert themſelves, when neither 
Parents nor Maſters >" * any thing of them. 
Don Alfonſo, for want of better Recreation, em- 
ployed himſelf in behold ing them from the Win- 
dos, . throwing one at another: And as it is 
uſual ſor a fpectator to favour one fide, it fell 
out that Anthony de Conti the Son of a certain 
Merchant in that Court, chanced ever to be of 


that Party which was favoured * the King;

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who thereupon took a liking for him, and would 


come down alone, unknown to thoſe about him, 
aud talk with him in the Court. De Conti, 


in acknowledgment of this Favour, often reire- 


rated by the King. preſented him with Slings 


of Silk, little. guilded Knives, and other ſuch 
Trifles as Children uſe to admire: for indeed, 


tho Don Alfonſo was already fourteen years of 


Age, yet in his Inclinations he was a very Child. 
By this means, De Cant? grew into great Fami- 
liarity with the King; which coming to the 
Queen's Knowledge, ſhe diſcharged him from 
entring into the Palace. The King being in- 
rag'd at this, ſought after De Conti with much 


more Eagerneſs than before, and ſaw him as 


often, but with greater Caution. Wherefore 
perceiving their Prohibitions in Vain, Conti was 
again permitted free Acceſs, believing that by 
this means their Aﬀection might be diminiſhed; 
but it produc'd a quite contrary Effect. |

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No ſooner was it known at Court, that the 
King hated his Governour as much as he lovd 
De Conti, but ſome adventur'd to tell him, That 
it was unbecoming a Prince, to be ruld by the 
Sentiments of another, and that to preſcribe to 
Kings what was contrary to their Inclination, 
- was to trample on their Sovereignty: Don 
' Alfonſo ſo greatly approv'd of this Diſcourſe, 
that he reſolv'd he would not do any thing, nay 
not ſo much as to ear or drink, till De Cnti 
was permitted to come to him; whereupon they 
were conftrain'd to allow them to come toge- 
ther, and to live as they pleas d. No ſooner 
did the Exerciſes of the Academy again begin, 
bur therein were to be ſeen fightings of Bull Dogs ; 
and this Licence increafing, theſe Animals were 
let looſe in the great Court of the Palace, where 
they made great Confufion : Slingers alſo were 
multiply d and to be ſeen every where; fo that 
here was a lively image of War, all the moſt blou- 
dy ſpectacles being thoſe wherein the King took 
moſt Delight. e e 
In order to make ſome advantage of this Mad 
Fighting humour of Don Alfonſo, he had a 
Fencing Maſter aſſign d him, who was Diego 
Gomes de Figueredo, a man of great Addreſs in 
his Art; wherein the King made but ſmall Pro- 
greſs, delighting rather to uſe Force than Skill. 
Beſides rhe Aſſaults that were made before 
him, he took great Pleaſure in ſeeing them 
throw Daggers at one another; and when any 
chanc'd to be hurt, as often fell ont, he would 
fall a laughing, but never do any Juſtice to 
the injured. In the Mean time the Infant was

Great Huntſman prevented it. Another time a- 
bout the beginning of the Nicht, as he was 
waiting for Lights to ſee ſome Maſtifis. that were 
at the Monaſtery of the Jeſuits, he alighred from 
his Hoxſe, and tho' in his Boots, wandred about 
the Streets, where meeting three Men, he aſſault- 
ed em wich his Sword in hand, who defend ing 
themſelves, one of em not knowing him, gave 
him a Blow on the Groin that laid him on the 
Ground. Such unnaccountable Actions as theſe, 
ſo unworthy of a King, oblig'd the Queen and 
Council of State to cauſe remonſtrate to him, 
That for the future he ought to take more care of 
his own Safety and of his Realm, than he had 
formerly done. The Perſon they choſe to employ 
herein was Don Nuno Alvares Pereira the Duke 
of Cadaval, Marqueſs of Fercira, Count of Leger | 
gal, and afterwards Steward to the Queen. Bur 
all that could be ſaid to him, was altogether in- 
lignificant to ſtop the: impetuous nen . his 
Youth. | 
The Nobleman whoſe Week it was to at- 
tend, never went to Supper, till the King was 
a Bed : Don Alfonſo took the Opportunity of 
this time to arm himſelf from Head to Foot, and 
paſſing out by the Garden,with the two Conti's and 
ſome more Bravo s, he would ramble about all 
night, as the moſt debauch'd of the Town, and 
entring into the Houſes of looſe Women, would 
carry the Proſtitutes into the Palace, boaſting 
of his Excellency in ſuch fort of Diverſions; up- 
on which very account it was, that People began 
to entertain ' ſuſpicions of his Inability. All 
theſe Adventures were attended with unlucky 
\ Accidents, which the next day after became the 
5 Common Entertainment of the Town: and it was 
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u one of theſe Rencounters that his Piſtel miſ- 


gave, being levell'd at Martino Correo de Sa, Viſ- 


count of Aſſeca. eg oa A 
The Queen, thinking to divert him from ſuch 

Courſes by Buſineſs, caus'd him be preſent at pub- 

lick Audiences, and to aſſiſt in Council: bur his 


Favourites ſoon made him weary of theſe Occu-

pations, and having caus his A 
ment, perſwaded him to give De Conti one in the 


Palace, which might have communication with 


his own; after which he made him a Knight of 


the Order of Chriſt, and one of his Houſhold, and 


gave him a Country-Houſe, and a Commandry, 


with other Offices and Favours, beſtowing alſo a 
Benefice upon his Brother. And from this time 


forth, every one made Court to De Conti, even the 


Queen her ſelf having Recourſe to him. At ano- 


ther time the King being gone to Obidos for the 


Baths, inſtead of ufing them, he imploy'd himſelf 


in ſuch Lewd, Inſolent and Cruel Practices, that 
the People every where fled, hiding themſelves 


from him. In a word, the Count of Odemira, dy- 


ing about the middle of March this Year, for 

whom he had ſtill reſerv'd ſome conſideration, he 
abandon'd himſelf intirely to his Irregularities. 

To alleviate in ſome fort the ſenſible Diſplea- 

ſures, given her by the Extravagancies of Don A/- 

' phon/ſo, the Queen had entertain'd in her Mind 


three important Deſigns. One was the Marriage of 


the Infanra her Daughter: Another was to declare 


the Infant, Don Pedro, Prince, and if Circumſtan- 


ces ſhould favour, to put him in his Brother's 


Place: and the laſt was to leave the Court, and 
end her Days in Retirement. She communicated

At this time France had in a manner abandorfd 

the Portugueze, having alſo fignally affronted the 
Count de Soure their Ambaſlador, at his departure 
from Havre-de-Grace ; infomuch that it ſeem'd 


the moſt expedient Courſe for Portugal to enter 


into a ſtrict Alliance with England. The Porta- 
guese in this conjuncture rightly conſider'd, That 


a baniſh'd King returning to take poſſeſſion of his 
Dominions, would have need of Mony, to re- 


ward ſuch as had done him ſervice; with which 
if they would ſupply him, it would be eaſy 


for him to aſſiſt them with Men and Ships: 
Wherefore rhe Marqueſs of Sandes propos d to the 
King to marry the Infants of Portugal, putting him 


in hopes of ſome Millions of Mony with her; and 
he ſo manag'd matters, that by the means of Chan- 
cellor Hyde, he perſwaded the King, in Spite of all 
the oppoſition of the Spaniards. King Charles, there- 
fore, declar'd to his Parliament; That after having 


adviſed with his Privy-Council, he had come to 


a Concluſion with his Chancellor and the Mar- 
queſs de Sandes to eſpouſe the Infants of Portu- 
gal. After this the Chancellor repreſented at 
great length, That the * upon his 1 _ 
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* the ſafety of the Kingdom, I believe it won't be 
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=. {MEBMUINO of 0 :. 
fries Return, had demanded to renew their Alli- 
ance, but that his Majeſty had refuſed it, however, 
advantagious it might be for Exgland, till ſuch 
time as he had the Advice of his Parliament, 
what he ſhould do as to the 10000 Men, that had 
been promiſed them by the Uſurper: that to 
grant that Aid, would make a Breach with 
Spain; and to refuſe it would ruin the Com- 
merce with Pertiggal, and. alſo occaſion the De- 
ſtruction of that Kingdom. The Ambaſſadors of 
Portugal hearing of this Speech, and fearing whar 
might be the Sequel, came with new Offers. The 
Spaniard, for his Part proffer'd to give as much 
as Portugal, if King Charles would Marry a Pro- 
teſtant Princeſs : and that if neither a Daughter 
of Saxony nor of Denmark would pleaſe him, he 
might have the Princeſs of Orange, upon the 
fame Conditions that formerly he had defir'd : or 
he might have the Princeſs of Parma, to whom the 
King of Shein upon that very account had given 
à conſiderable Dowry : but. if his Majeſty in lieu 
of Mony, would rather have ſomething elſe, 
that might be more for his conveniency, he need- 
ed but explain his Mind, and he ſhould receive 
that Satistaction, which could not be afforded by 
the Portugucgae. This Matter was debated in the 
King's Council, where it was agreed, that ſeeing 
the Spaniards would undoubtedly fail in their 
' Promiſes touching the Marriage, it was moſt ex- 
pedient to embrace the Propoſals of Portugal, who 
with the Iyfanta would give the Town of Tar- 
' grer in Africk, and that of Bombay in the Eaft-In-

Tis certain, however, 
that the Superintendant Fouguer, who then was 
chief Miniſter, under colour of dealing for a 
great Quantity of Lead, caus'd adviſe his Byitan- 
nich Majeſty to this Marriage.

Vain. All the Courts of Judicature that belong 


to the Palace, are duely attended by the Mem- 
bers who are either all or moſt part preſent. But 
what is here moſt conſiderable, is, that all Bufi- 
neis muſt paſs in a manner ſeveral times through .- 
the Hands of the Secretary de Apuridade, as well 
u hat concerns the War, and Benefices, as what _ 

belongs to Offices of Judicature, and other Dig-⸗ 
nitics. For nothing is ſold in Portugal; but e- 
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very thing is demanded and obtain'd by way t ; 


Petition, as well as Favours and Rewards: inſo- 
much that the ing of Portugal is the only Prince 
of the World, chat has moſt at his Diſpoſal. 
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Henrick Anrigues de Miranda was alſo mile gf 


Lieutenant General of the Artillery, and Overſeer 
of all the Magazines of the Kingdom. *And 
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no thele Favourites being feen eſtabliſſd, 


they baniſh'd Father Anthony Vieira, for Writing 
the Remonſtrance which ſo much incens d the 
King. This famous Preacher had many Enemies;

tence of Hereſy, for having maintain'd the Opi- 
nion of the Millenaries. The Secretary of State 
was alſo baniſh'd for reading that Paper: and at 


the ſame time the Duke de Cadaval, the Great 


Huntſman, the Count of Saure, the Count of 


Pombeiro, were ſent into Exile. The Governour 


of the Port alſo was diſcharg'd to come into the 
Palace; the Marqueſs of Govea was orderd to 
retire to his Eftates, and Monteiro the King's Pre- 
ceptor was commanded to go to his Benefice. 


The Count of Caſtel. Mlelbor appointed Don Pe- 
dro de Souſa his Uncle, a Benedictin for Confeſ- 
for to the King, and Anthony de Souſa de Mace- 


do was made Secretary of State. This laſt, im- 
mediately after King ohn was proclaim'd, had 
been ſent Secretary of an Embally into England; 
and ſince that time, had paſs'd through ſeveral 
Employments.

During the time of theſe Revolutions and whar. - 


 follow'd upon them, another Intrigue was ſet on 
Foot at Court, which tho' neither ſo ſudden nor 
ſo conſpicuous, yet put the State in greater Dan- 


ger than that I have related, The Count of 


Schomberg was highly diſpleas'd at the many 


vexing Diſappointments he had been conftrain'd 
do undergo, during the two laſt Campaigns. He 
perceivd that his Advice, how ſeaſonable ſoever, 
was not follow'd , that he was oblig d unceſſant- 
ly to repair the Faults of others; that his Ho- 
nour and Reputation were every minute expos d 


by the Ignorance of General Officers, who were 

ided rather by their own Humours, than the 
1Tolid Maxims of War; that it was dangerous to 
depend upon a General and, a Council, whoſe 
Rules were founded on fingle Events, which 


ought no more to be drawn into Conſequence - 


than Miracles. He ſaw moreover that the Coun- 
try was unprovided of all things, and that this 


War could not but in the ſequel prove diſhonour- 
able to himſelf. Wherefore he was perrempto- 
rily reſolv'd to demand permiſſion to return in- 


to France: and he was much encouraged in this 


Defign by all the Officers he had brought with 


him from France, who being ill pay'd, and ſee- 
ing no hopes of better for the Future, concurrd 
with him, and much encreas'd the Deſire he had 
o EE a EE ; 
Amongſt theſe Officers, there was one Chawver, 


| the Son of an Artificer of Phalsbourg, who was 
| @ Perſon tall and well ſhap'd, He had been for- 
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82 MEMOIRS of th 
merly recommended to the Viſcount of Turenne, 
as one well skill'd in leading Parties, who made 
im a2 Cornet in his Regiment, where he was af- 
terwards advancd to be a Captain. The Count of 
3 Schomberg having ſeen, for the moſt Part, what 
f Chauuet had done in France, gave him in Portu- 
1 gal the Office of a Lieutenant Colonel in his own 
Regiment, and on all Occaſions us'd him with 
great Reſpect, whereby the Heart and Spirit of 
Chauvet was viſibly puffed up with Ambition, 
and a good Opinion 3 bimfelf, which yet he co- 
vered with a ſeeming Modeſty, and much Civi- 
lity. Chavet perceiving the Youth, who were 
of the Party of the Count de Cafte/-Melhor, pre- 
vail'd over theſe of the Queen's Faction, and that 
the former were offended at the frequent Com- 
plaints of the Count de Schomberg, who blam'd 
their Want of Skill, and threatn'd ro leave them, 
became of their Cabal; and thenceforth he en- 
deavour'd to perſwade, that the Count of Schom- 
berg was in the Wrong, and pretending much 
Knowledge, he gave them to underſtand that he 
had no lets Skill in military Affairs than he. This 
being brought to the Ears of the Count de Caſtel- 
Melbor, who, now beginning to come into Favour, 
vas deſirous to ſupport himſelf on every Side, he 
made a ſecret Treaty with Chavet, wherein, a- 
mongſt other things, it was agreed, that he ſhould 
be made General of all the Forreign Forces, after 
the Departure of the Count of Schomberg. From 
this time forth Chauvet pretended a greater aver- | 
| fion than any other for the Service of Portugal, h 
and proteſted he would depart, tho' no Man elſe 
ſhould accompany him. The Count de Schom- | 
berg. who believ'd him to be fincere, hereby con- £ 
firm'd himſelf in his Reſolution, and continu'd l 
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to demand his Diſcharge, in ſuch ſort that he 


FF obtaind it: He fold his Equipage, diſmiſs'd his 
Retinue, and ſent aboard the Horſes he deſign'd 
to carry with him, being determin'd the next 
day, which was the ↄth of Ober, to ſet Sail, if the 
Wind was favourable. But two unexpected Ad- 
ventures changed the Face of Affairs. es 
There was at that time in Lisbon, beſides thoſe 
who made up the Factions of the Queen and of the _ 
Favourites, ſome ſtanch Patriots, who had no far- 
ther Aim but the Good of their Country. Theſs 
evidently perceiv'd, that under God the Safety of 
the State depended only on the Count de Schom- 
berg. One of theſe well affected Perſons went 
to the Judge of the People, and perſwaded him 
to go and ſpeak to the Kinz, to interpoſe his 
Authority for the ſafety of the Realm. . 7 "of 
The Kings of Portugal, to put a top to the ... 
pravation of Manners amongſt the People, have 3 
ce ſtabliſſd at Lzsbon a Council of twenty four 5 
SY Tradeſmen, into which one can't be admitted, nor 
enjoy the-Priviledges of that Society, which No- 
bilitates, unleſs he can make it appear that he is 
the Son and the Grand- ſon of Perſons unblamable, 
of an exemplary Vertue, and in a word of a good 
Life and laudable Manners. He who preſides in 
this Aſſembly, has an Authority not unlike to that 
of the Tribunes in the Roman Republick. This 
was the Perſon, who went to wait upon the King, 3 
accompanied only with his Clerk accord ing to the 5 
Cuſtom, the Day before the Count of Schomoerg 
was to depart: He told his Majeſty, "That he 
came to declare to him in the name of all his 
good Subjects, that he ought not to let the Count of 
Schomberg depart ; that they could be no other 
but Enemies of the State, who had advis'd his Ma-

fly to grant him his Leave, ſeeing the loſs of 
Portugal woxu/d in a ſhort time follow: As he end- 
ed his Diſcourſe, he turn'd to his Clerk, and de- 
manded an Inſtrument of what he had faid to the 


King: His Majeſty, tho' ſomewhat ſurpriz d, an- 


ſwer d, 1hat a due regard ſhould be had to his 


Remonſtrance. 


Towards the Evening, Colbert du Terron Inten- 


dant of Rochelle, came to anchor before Lisbon, 
and landing went to the Count of Schombeng. He 


told him, That in France they had conſider'd

; well known. he wanted many things in Portugal, 


but with Mony all might be ſupply'd: To theſe 


further confirm'd, by what I am about to relate. 
The King of Er2/and, who was oblig'd to ſend 


Supplies into Portugal, had accordingly in 7u/y 


landed there a Body of Horſe and Foot, command- 


he added many things and left others to his own + 
Conſideration. This Diſcourſe, together with a 
Letter from the King, made him change his Reſo- 
lution: which Alreration of his Deſign, was yet 


ed by the Earl of Incheguin. This General not 


being able to accomodate hi mſelf to the Humours 
of the Portugreze, had demanded of the King 


things, he was order'd to repair, together with o- 


ther Forces which they were ſending, to the

huis Maſter leave to withdraw. About this time 
his Permiſſion came, and therein, amongſt other 
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Town of Tangier, to take the Poſſeſſion and Go 
vernment of that Place, and to leave the Com- 
mand of the Engliſh in Poriuga! to his Brother 
the Earl of Obrian, with Orders to obey the Count 
of Schomberg, who was declar'd General of the 
Forces there, in conſideration of the good Service 
he had done in the civil Wars of England. And 


now the Count ſeeing himſelf General of the 


Forces of three Kings, his only Care was to make 
a good Uſe of theſe Favours. 


After he had ſufficiently inform'd Colbert du 


Terron, of the unskilfulneſs of the Porrugueze in 
War, of their Inconſideration, and the Weakneſs - 

of their Country, and how their Care was more 
to ruin one anothers Intereſt at Court, than to pro- 


vide and ſtrengthen themſelves againſt a vigilant 


and formidable Enemy; after, Þ ſay, Colbert du 


Terron was ſufficiently inſtructed in theſe things, 


he ſet Sail, and ſoon after arriv'd in Fance. In 
the mean time the. Count of Schomberg made a 
0 particular Acquaintance with the Count of 


Caſte/-Melhor, who was already as prime Mini- 
ſter, and with Anthony Souſa de Hlacedo, Secre- 
tary of State, and a Creature of this Favourite. 


Theſe Miniſters, becauſe of their want of Expe- 


rience, flatter'd themſelves that all things would 


ſucceed according to their Wiſhes : for with the 


Portugueze one Example of good Succeſs, paſſes 


for a ſufficient Aſſurance of the like happy For- 15> 


tune for the future; wherein they are ſway d much 
more by Fancy than Reaſon. The Count of 
Schomberg endeavour'd every Day as well in pub- 
lick as in private to rectify their Miſtakes con- 
cerning War, and ſupported the Hopes of the 
French Officers and Soldiers, aſſuring them that 
they ſhould be pay'd for the future without any 
a X - 5% non 
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trouble; that they ſhould have no further occa- - 
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trame a right Judgment of their Condition; that 
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fion to ſue for. Warrants, nor to loſe a great deal 


of time in getting them to paſs through the ſe- 


yeral Offices, and that they ſhould no more de- 
pend on the Veadors and Intendants, but for their 
Horſes and Forrage. Moreover, tho he very much 


ſuſpected that CHuuet had play'd him a Trick, 


yer having no Proof thereof, and looking on him 


as a Man of Courage and Conduct, he detach d 


two Companies from his own Regiment, that of 


' Chauvet, and that of Brantes, to which he joyn- 


ed that of the Button- maker of Monrjeorge, and 
afterwards two more of Catalonians that were in 


Portugal, and of theſe five Companies he made a 


Regiment, which was given to Chauvet, and was 
calFd by his Name. In ſuch kind of Occupa- 
tions did Schombgrg ſpend the Winter at Lisbon, 
expeQing the pertormance. of the Promiſes made 
France. 8 „ 


Although Colbert du Terran had departed from 


©  Lisbon ſufficiently intorm'd of the preſſing Neceſ- 
 fities of Portugal, yet at his Return into France, 
for reaſons too tedious here to be recounted, he 


was pleas'd to ſay, that he doubted not but with 
fifty thouſand Crowns a year, Portugal would 


de in a Condition to defend it ſelf againſt Spain. 


But he was not able to perſwade the Viſcount of 
T1zrenne hereof, who had conſider d that Affair, 


and was perfectly inſtructed therein by the Cor- 


reſpondence he had with the Count of Schomberg. 
Wherefore, without minding this Advice, he de- 
monſtrated to the King in private, that the State 


of Affairs in Portugal, was much more deplora- 
ble than was reported; that Colbert du Terron 


had been there for too ſmall a time, to be able to 
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it was neceſſary to ſend thither one in whom they 

1 might confide, who ſhould remain upon the Place, 
and who acting in Concert with the Count of 

Schomberg, ſhould only demand what he thought 
abſolutely neceſſary, that it might be ſent to 


them. The King approv'd of this Propoſal, and 
asking whom he thought fit to be ſent; the Viſ- 
count of Turenne mention d Fremont d Ablan- 


court, whom he had nam'd to him for the ſame 
Employment fix Months before, but ſeveral un- 
lucky Accidents had hindred his Departure. His 
_ Majeſty gave his Conſent hereto, and without 
having ſeen him, order'd the Viſcount of Tarenne 
to give him his Inſtructions, and to ſend him a- 
way with all ſpeed and requiſite Precaution: _ 
Tremont d Ablancourt was Nephew to the Fa- 
mous Tranſlator Perrot d Ablancourt, by whom 
he was alſo educated. He had been pretty well 
accuſtom'd to ſuch kind of Buſineſs, for ſeven 
_. Years paſt, wherein he had to do with the Gover- 
nours, both Friends and Enemies, of the Frontiers 
- of Ardennes : Moreover he was reputed a Perſon di- 
ligent, diſintereſted, and fo intirely taken up with 
his Duty, that thereby he became uneaſy to thoſe 
of his Acquaintance. Having, therefore, receivd 
his Inſtructions from the Viſcount of TJarenne, he 
departed from Char/evidle on the 20th of January, 
and in three days arriv'd at London, This Way 
was appointed him, both ro haſten, and allo to 
conceal his intended Voyage : bur the Thames be- 
ing frozen up, he could not find any Veſſel going for 
Portugal: in the mean time he was urged by Let- 
ters from France, to depart immediately, without 
being at the Charge of hiring a Veſſel : norwith- 
ſtanding, he parted not from Grave/end till the 
20th of February, that he went aboard a great 
FF Gs: ers 


Hamburg Ship, which went in company of three 
more loaden with Salt for St. Ubes. Towards 
the Evening, all theſe Ships, tho* each of them 
had taken an Ezeliſb Pilot aboard to guide 
them out of the Thames, ſtruck on the Banks: 
One of em was loſt, and two more 
{hatter'd ; but the greateſt having nothing in her 
but Balaſt, and being alſo new, got free, after 
ſhe had touch'd three times, without hurt. This 
Misfortune, whereby theſe three Veſſels were 
- , detain'd before Deal till the next Day at Noon, 
was the cauſe of meeting with Mimbielle a Do- 
meſtick of the Viſcount of Tarenne, who after 


having in vain ſearch'd for Fremont at London, he 


heard of that Shipwrack, as he return d along the 
Banks of the Thames, and by this means found 
What he ſought after. The reaſon of this Meſ- 
ſage was to give Notice in Portugal of a great 
Conſpiracy againſt the King Don Alſonſo and thoſe 
of his Party. The Name of the Chief of the . 
Conſpirators, with the Particulars of the Con- 
ſpiracy were ſpecified, with an Order to Fremont 
.. forthwith to hire a Veſſel: to this it was added, 
that leaſt by this Means only, the News ſhould 
come too late, an expreſs had been diſpatchd ro 
Colbert du Terron at Rochelle, with the ſame In- 
ſtructions, in order to prevent ſo great a Miſchief : 
Moreover, that Colbert du Terron was not to re- 
main there, but that Fremont ſhould fo order him- 
{elf with reſpect to him, that they might have no- 
thing todo one with the other. The Reaſon of this 
was, becauſe for ſome condſierable time, the 
Viſcount of Turenne, had been envy'd the Glory 
of this Negotiation, and alſo endeavours had 
been us d, either to fruſtrate it, or to get it in- 
truſted to the Management of ſome other. FS 5

Colbert, 
du Terron was reſolv'd to expect at Lisbon the . 
- Reſult of this Campaign, that he might have 
ſomething to report at his Return: he went but 9 
Seldom to Court, even at ſuch times as he wass 
free ofthe Gout, and kept his little Veſſel always 
in readineſs that he might uſe it on occafien. 1s 
for Fremont, he went conftantly twice a day to the =!

Don Fohn being puff d up with the Succeſs of 
the laſt Campaign, during the Winter and the 
Spring imploy'd himſelf in Solliciting the Court 
of Spain to make great Preparations, alledging for 
a Motive, that the Rebels had teceiv'd powerful 
Supplies from England and France, with Ammu- 
nition and Corn from Holland and Hamburg: but 
perceiving there was not ſuch diligence us d, as 
ought to have been, he apply'd himſelf to get in- 
telligence, in ſuch of the Enemies Towns as he 
had a Deſign upon, and to corrupt the Officers 
of the Rebels: When he thought he had taken 
ſuch Meaſures, as could not fail to be attended 
with Succeſs, he poſted up Papers at Madrid con- 
taining the true State of his Army and Equipage, 
_ wherein every thing was particularly mention d 
in high and bombaſtick terms. The Council 
of Shain not only highly approv'd of what was 
done by Don ohn, but believing it would prove 
effectual for reducing Portugal, communicated to 
their Friends and Allies the infallible ſucceſs of 
their Defigns, as if all had been already done. 
Moreover at this time, there were great Rejoicings 
in Spain for the Marriage of the Izfanta to the 
Emperor.

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© The Spaniards began this Campaign, by laying. 
waſt all about Campo- Mayor, in which Town hey 
had Correſpondents, who being diſcover d, were 
apprehended and ſent Priſoners to Lisbon.

on the 7th and Sth of May they aſſembled their 


Army at the Ca, being about 7000 Horſe and 
more than 12000 Foot, with 40 Days Proviſion, 
and ſtote of Ammunition and Baggage. In this 
Condition they began their March to Eftremoz, 
where the Portuguese had not above 1500 Horſe, 
and 4000 Foot. | 


Don ohn found at firſt no perſon to oppoſe 
him; but as he drew near to Eſtremoæ, he was en- 
tertain d for two days fucceſſively, with ſharp Skir-

dea Gallega of all the Militia, who had Orders

time to march, pretending that he was not yet 
ſtrong enough. | P. 


In the mean time there was à great Conſterna- 


tion at Lisbon, and neither the favourite Mini- 
ſter, nor the great Men of the Court would hear 


of any thing but a Battel; and therefore ſent 


ſeveral Expreſſes in a day to their General Officers 


to fight the Enemy. Theſe general Officers alſo 
themſelves were forward in ſhewing their deſire 


thereof, inſomuch that this Opinion appear d as 


it a general Frenzy had ſeiz d upon every one.

this, was the Way to gain Credit among them, 


whereby they would be the more enabled to do

Colbert du Terron approved not at all of rhis 


Advice, and continu'd to affirm, that to give Barrel, 


was, to put all the Kingdom on one throw of the 
Dice: that as for himſelf, he fear'd not the Con- 
ſequences thereof, having his Veſſel always in a 


Readineſs to fail. But it was otherwiſe with the 


Count of Cafte!-Me/bor, who was overjoy'd to 
find Fremont of his own Opinion; wherefore he 
entreated him with great Farneſtneſs. to go to the 

Frontiers, and perſwade the Count of Schomberg. 


This Enterprize was not without Diffculty, he 
being oblig'd to paſs near unto Ebora, which was 
beſieg'd by the Spaniarde. When Fremont was 


come to A/dea Ga/lega, where he expected a 


Guard, the Marqueſs of Maria/va would not fo 


much as allow him a Guide : but Fremont, who

All that the Portugurte ir 


this time knew of their Enemies, was, that for 


120r 15 days paſt they had fit'd no Guns on the 
Town, whence they concluded that the Rumour 
of their marching from Eftremoz, had made Don:

y retiring into Caſtile. With this Imaginary 
Good Fortune, they mightily pleas d themſelves, 
and when they met on the Way, would embrace | 
and congratulate one another upon the approach- 
ing Victory. They march'd only one League this 


Day, and encamp'd_ on the Bank of the Terra. 


The next Day, the Count of Schomberg being in

fore and behind. becauſe of the Heat. Know you 
not, ſaid the Count of Schomberg to him, that 
Ebora 2c raten? Too well, anſwer'd the General, 
and what now remains for us, but to be knock'd on the 
Head with them? then ſpurring on his Horſe, he 
ſeem'd as if he had been in haft to give a Charge: 
about four paces from thence he alighted and lay 
don under an Olive-Tree ; but that place being 
too hot to hold a Council in, they removed under 
the Shade of a Chappel fituated upon the bending 
of the al, on which ſtands Ebora Monte. 

It was lurprizing to ſee what a ſudden Change 
Wire as i in the Minds of all; for tho? but a mo- 
ment before every one was for fighting the Enemy, 
with which Intention: they were now upon their 
march to find them eut; yet of all the ſixteen Per- 
ſons that made up this Council, not fo much as 
one now gave their Vote fora Battel, but were for 
ſheltering themſelves behind the Mountains and ob- 
ferving the Enemy. This Opinion was firſt pro- 
pos d by the Count of Scbomberg, and unanimouſ- 
17 8 reed to by all: but being it Wẽ²as contrary, to 
the Sentiments of the Court, it was reſoly'd that 
 eyety one ſhould write and fign his Opinion at 
the Bottom of the General's Letter.

that the Enemy thought good to retire : that this 
was an illuſtrious Precedent and worthy to be fol- 
lowed.

The conſequences of this Sedition were ſo much 
the more to be fear'd, becauſe the like had never 
happen'd in this Capital City; and befides, all. 
things ſeem'd to be carried on with a good agree- 


ment and murual Underſtanding. The Sedirious 
being aſſiſted by thoſe of the Spaniſh Faction, 


ſpent the reſt of the Day, in plundering the Houſe 

of the Marqueis of Marialva, and ſome othets; 
and the next day were buſied in the fame manner, 
going all ina Body; and alrho' in this Order they 


were preſent but in one Quarter of the City, yet 


were all the others alſo in great fear and conſterna- 


tion. Nothing was ſeen, as I ſaid, but the People 


who carried away the Wounded or the Dead : 
Wherefore it was thought expedient to make a Pro- 
cethon, tho* yer all was not quiered, by which a 
perfect Tranquillity was reſtor d to the City, after 
two Days and one Night's Trouble. Notwith- 
ſtanding, all the Mony that was taken at the 
Marqueſs of Marialva's, where were the Porti- 
ons of his two Daughters put up in Bags, was 
on >. be found 
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found again by means of the Confeſſors, to the 
value of almoſt 2000 Livers; as alſo his Silver 
Plate; which we mention to the Praiſe of the 
Portugue ge. 3 wb 
The Ambition of Don John, having now become 
Maſter of Ebora, ſurpaſs d all bounds, inſomuch 
that he permitted his Creatures to give him the 
Title of King of Portugal: He neglected to detain 
the Portugueze Officers of the Garriſon, but gave 
them their Liberty to go where they pleas'd : He 
ſent his Cavalry towards A/cacer ; who after they 
had taken it, ſet fire thereto and retir'd ; whereas 
had they kept that place, they might from thence 
have gone to Sr. Ubes, where there were two Ba- 
' ſtions yet unbuilt. During the 6 or 7 days that 
Don Fohn remain d at Ebora, he went every Morn- 
ing to ſee thoſe that labour'd on the Fortifications, 
where he ſtay'd till eleven a Clock; which yer 
gave no Interruption either to the Flatteries of his 
Courtiers, or the other Divertiſements wherewith 


he was entertain d. „ 

The Portuguese, who narrowly obſerv'd his 
Motions, had no ſooner perceiv d that he had ſent 
his Cayalry towards Alcacer, but the Count of 
Schomberg propos d to the Count de Vi/laflor, to 
march with the Army in all ſpeed, and get be- 
tween Don Fobn and his Cavalry: but the Slowneſs 
of the Councils aſſembled by the General on this 
Occaſion, together with the heavy motion of the 
Waggons with the Proviſion of Bread, which he 
would have to be drawn by Oxen, was the cauſe 
that they arriv'd three hours too late : For being 
yet half a League from Ebora, they ſaw a great 

_ Duſt beyond the Town, which was rais'd by the 

Spaniſh Cavalry as they enter'd their Camp. This 

 vulpenſe and Irreſolution of the Count de Villaflor,

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was very unſutable to a War of this Nature, that 
required much Diſpatch and Activity. 

The Portugueze thus miſſing of thein Deſign: 
the Count of Schomberg went to view the Cine 7 
Don Fobn , and perceiving that the Spamards were 
putting themſelves in order of Barrel, he repaſs d 
the Eugebe about a League from Ebora, This Ri- 
vuler, as moſt part of thoſe of Alen-Tejo, is dryd 


» early. there being no Water to be: ſeen, but 


in the deep Ditches. Scarcely had the Portugueze 
encamp'd beyond that River, but they diſcover 
Don jobn of Auſtria a coming, who had conclu- 
ded from this ſudden Counter-March of the Por- 
tugucæe, that they were afraid to encounter with 
the Body of his Army. Wherefore he poſted his 
Men upon the ſame River, planted his great 
Guns, and began to fire in the Evening, — 
to do ſo all Night. The Portuguese unaccuſtom 

to ſuch rude Entertainment, complain d i ; 
and the Count de Villaftor, not contenting himſelf 
to ſay, that the Count of Schomberg had unſeafona- 
bly expos'd the Army, left it; and finding a Way 
_ which lay low, aſſembled there 2 Council of War. 

This Action of the General was of ſo bad an In- 
fluence,-that more than five hundred Auxiliaries 
deſerted that ſame Night. Whilſt the Count of 
Villaflor was taken up at Council, and in ſend- 
ing | Expreſſes to Court; the Count of Schom- 
berg that ſame -Night, tho the Darkneſs was 
great, remov d the Army to a Ground that was 
lower and nearer the River, where ir was both 
lets expos'd to the Enemies Guns, and at a more

Don Fabn, having ply d his great Guns all Night, 


made his Army march at break of Day by the 


Right; and detaching 3 Batalions of Foot, ſu- 


ſtain d by as many Squadrons of Horſe, they paſs d 


the River at a place, where the Water took ner 
the Infantry above their Knee. Here the Fight 


was very obſtinate ; for the Count of Schomperg 


had led to this Place two Regiments of Erg/1/h 
Foot, which he had plac'd very near, to ſupport 
the Cavalry of his Left, which extended hitherto. 
Theſe English Foot fop'd the Spaniards ; but all 
their Army marching in Batalia ro paſs the River, 
the Count of Schomberg found himſelf oblig'd to 


draw out his Troops from the Valleys, where he 
had poſted them for ſhelter, to march along by 


the Spanards, diſcovering at the ſame time twelve 


'Field-pieces that fir d as they went along, favoured 
by the Ground, which was much Higher than that 


of Don John. Theſe Guns did ſo good Service, 
that after a brisk firing on both Sides for half an 
Hour, Don Jobn perceiving a Part of his Men that 


. had paft the River beaten back again, began to 
make his Army march by the Left, coaſting always 


the Eugebe. The Ground on that fide was pretty 
level, riſing only a little towards Ebora, till you 
come to the Place where it begins to be covered 


with Trees and Vineyards. 


' The Count of Schomberg did in like manner, 


marching to the Right in two Lines vp the ſide of 


the Rivulet, or rather its Channel, the Portuguege 
Cannon firing all the while, and doing great Exe- 
cut ion, tho the Ground was very unequal; which, 
was owing to the Skill of Desfontaines, a French 
Officer who commanded the Artillery: Many Spa- 


mards were kill'd by the Cannon, among whom 
+ were ſome Officers of Note. After both Armies

Baggage for Security behind him. 


had thus march'd one quarter of a League; the 
Ground being now no more advantagious to thz 
Portugueze, they ſtop d; but Don Fohn continued 


let at the great Road which leads from Ebora to 
Eſtremoæ, then marching by Pinieres, he encampd 
in the Plain that day being the 5th of June, where 
he remain'd till the Evening of the 6th, when he 
had Advice that the Victuals and Ammunition 
which he expected, were arrivd at Aronches 
with a Supply of 4000 Men. Wherefore he 
march'd on the 6th in the Evening ſtraight to Venta 
del Duque, and continued marching all that Night 
that he might with all ſpeed Join the Recruits. 
In the mean time the Count of Schomberg was 
buſied on the Evening of the 5th in fortify ing his 
Camp, that he might the better ſuſtain the H 
fault of the great Body of the Spaniſh Cavalry, 
if they ſhould fall upon him. On the 6th they 
abode all Day within Cannon-fhot of one an- 
other. On the 7th by Break of Day, the Por. 
242ue2e underſtood that their Enemy decamp'd in 
the Night, and march'd with great Diligence. -. 
They followed them with ſuch Expedition, that 
they arriv'd at the Terra aſſoon as Don John, 
and encampd within half a League of him. 
The next Day being the Eighth, Don John took 
the Way to Souſel, and tho' he expreſsd his 
Aſſurance, that none durſt attack him, yet being 
oblig d to paſs over a Chain of Mountains that 
kept from him the ſight of that little Town, he 
ſo manag'd Affairs, that he had taken Poſſeſſion 1 
of theſe Hills, before the Portugaege could be 
thete, where having poſted himſelf, he plac'd his 
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The Hill which was poſſeſsd by the Infantry » 2 
of Don jobn, who were rang'd in two Lines, 1 
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bad the form of a Creſcent, and made as it 


were a Link in that Chain of Mountains. TO 
the Right the Mountain was ſteep and almoſt un- 


acceſſible; towards the Left it was of a more 
Eaſy aſcent : upon the Right and Left were 
placd the Cavalry. Between the two Points gf 
the Creſcent the Ground fell downwards with a 
gentle Deſcent. Juſt over-againſt this Creſcent 
was another, the Ground whereof was much of 
2 like Situation. Of this the Porizgueze poſ- 
ſeſsd themſelves, ſo that the two Armies were 
only now ſeparated by a Valley that came be-

It was about ſix a Clock in the Morning that 


the Porruexeze poſſeſsd themſelves of the Hills, 
oppoſite to thoſe taken up by the Sparrards, 
- They began to fire their Cannon, and were go- 
ing to engage with the Enemy, when the Count 
of FVillaflor lent to tell the Count of Schomberg 
to make an Halt; which made all the Army 
believe, that they had loſt the Opportunity of 
Fighting ; and they were confirm'd in this thought, 
by his making the Portuguese commanded by 
the Count of Schomberg to retire, and to Charge 
four Squadrons on the Rear of the Spanargs. 
But Don Fohn was not at all of this Opinion; 
for being perſwaded that they were going to give 
him Battel, he causd to be publiſhed at the 
Head of his Army; That no Man go out of his 
_ Rank, whatever advantage over the Enemy might 
_ ſeem to be got thereby; That all be put to the 
Sword, ſo long as there was any of the Rebels 
ſtanding; and that Vilaflor be taken alive; who. 
was deſcrib'd that he might be known by all. 
Notwithſtanding the two Armies continn'd facing 
one another, till four in the Evening, with- 
* e ee 0 
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aut doing any thing , but firing their, Cane 
non. „%/«ͤ;ͤĩ ͤ⁰ K 
Whilſt the Count of Villaflor, was buſied in 
holding a Council of War, and ſending Expreſſes 
to Court, the Count of Schomberg put the Army 1 
in order of Battel, almoſt in the ſame Manner 
as the Spanzards, drawing up his Infantry in two 
Lines, and placing his Cavalry op the two Wings; 
then applying himſelf to obſerve the Enemy, he 
perceiv'd that the Baggage, which was collected 
into a Body began to diminiſh ; wherefore he 
ſent thirty of the beſt mounted Troopers to 
diſcover the Truth, and to ſee if the Spaniards 
were not making ſome Motion behind the Moun- 
tain. This Party brought Advice that the Bag- 
gage of the Enemy were on March, with the Pri. 
ſoners taken at Ebora, two Squadrons being at

mounted, when he took the Place. 


All the Arms of the Garriſon, being rang'd in

During the Siege of Ebora, the Spaniards en- 


 deavour'd to ſurprize Elvas, by means of Intelli- 
gence with ſome Priſoners of their own Nation, 


who were taken at the Fight, and ſent to the 


Caſtle of this Place; but the Deſign was dilſco- 


verd.

of them. One of the chief Men of Amſterdam in

That whatever Advantages the Spanrards ſhould

Infantry: befides he had been formerly very ac- 


expected from Ebora, 
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Ount of Schomberg, but not without ſome Re- 


ſtrictions: and he was alſo made a Grandee by 
the King with the Title of the Count de Mortola, 
in acknowledgement of his Services. His Maje- 
ſty allo gave him a Sum of Mony, which tho“ 


ſmall in regard of his Services, yet was not ſo 


with relation to the Revenues of the Crown; and 


as much more was promis'd him whenever there 
ſhould be a Peace. : Ay 


I {hall fay nothing of the Favours beſtow'd by 


. the Court on all the Portuguese, who were either 


at the Battel or the Seige, tho' they were very 


_  Conliderable, becauſe only granted to thoſe 


of that Nation, but nothing was given to any 


Stranger except the Count of Schomberg : and "tis 


certain that had he not been of a contrary Reli- 
gion, they would have granted him great Com- 
mandries for himſelf, and for his Children, and 


that for ever. For by the Way we may remark, 


that the Demeſns of the Crown of Portugal, are 
divided into Commandries of different yearly 
Value, from a hundred to ten thouſand Crowns, 


and more. When a Perſon has perform'd an ac- 


c2ptable Service, the King gives, for Inſtance, a 
Commandry of 2000 Crowns. and until one 
of em is Vacant, the Party is pay'd out of the 


Treaſures of the King: When it comes to be Va- 


cint, it muſt be ſu'd for as a Benefice : If the Re- 
yeaue is not ſo great as the Penſion of him who 
obtains it, the King always pays him what 1s de- 
ficient : but if the Revenue exceeds the Penſion, 


either the King gives what is over to the Penſio- 


nary, or aſſigns it to another. 


When a perſon already in poſſeſſion of. the Go- 


vernment of a Town or Province, which they 
call a Commandry, does afterwards perform any 


notable

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notable Action, his Commandry is aſſured to him 
for the Life of his next Heir; and if he renders 


a third conſiderable Service to the State, it is 


giv'n him de Jure; that is to ſay, becomes Here- 
ditary to him, and Heirs Male of his Family, for

The Forces being returned to their Garriſons, 


Count Schomberg, after having taken a turn to 


Eftremoz, came to Montemora, to ſee the French 
Regiment of Foot which had been ſent him; of 


which I ſhall ſpeak when I have touch'd a lit-  _ 


tle at the reſt of the Motions of this Campaign. 
From Montemora, he went to Evora, to haſten 


the Fortifications of that Place, and thence to take 


a view of Montfort Cabeſſa de Vida Crato, and © 
Fronteira, in order to put thoſe Places in a po- 
ſture of Defence in caſe of any inſult from Aron 


ches. And thence paſſing by Caſte! de Vide Porta- 


legre, and Morvaona, he caus'd a Body of Horſe, 
and 200 Foot, to advance within a League of 


HBroſſe; who having taken and pillag'd the Town 
of Ferraguela, and ſome neighbouring Villages, 


brought off above 15000 Head of Cattel, while 
Count Schomberg, with ſome Infantry, kept the 


Paſſage of the River, a League from Valencia and 


Alcantara, in which were Spaniſh Garrifons : And 


after having viſited at his return the ' Poſts which 
were fortify ing, and remained ſome Days at Eftre- 
moe, he went to Elvas, from whence he ſent out 
ſome Parties towards Olivenga, and Badajor; and 

-* thence taking the way of Montfort, he ordered a 
{mall Body of Horſe to march in the Night to 


blow up the Caſtle of Cadicera, betwixt Aronches 


and Albuquerque; but they arriving too late, re- 
turned without making any Attempt. In the way 
Count Schomberg halted a conſiderable time before 
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Aronches in $kirmiſhing with the Garriſon of that 
Place; and; thence returning to E/iremoz, and af- 
terwards to Evora, he there received Permiſſion to 


7 70 to Court, where he arrived in the latter end of 


ovember. 


But as the Succeſs of the Campaign does partly 
depend upon the Diſpoſitions of the Court, it will 


not be amiſs to take a view of what paſs'd at 
that of Portugal after the Battel of Eſtremoæ, till 


the end of the Lear, with relation to the War in 
Wenteio. .

As ſoon as the welcome News of the defeat of 


the Caſtilians were heard at Lisbon, twas the ge- 


neral Opinion that the Spaniards had receiv'd a fa- 
tal Blow which they would never be able to re- 


pair, and every body ran to felicitate the King, ex- 


cept Fremont, who had no Publick Character: 
Nevertheleſs His Majeſty was pleas'd to write to 


Him very obligingly upon it. And now while Pre- 


parations were making everywhere for general 
Reping, the Court being irritated at the ſmall 
tance the Town of Evora had made, when 
beſieged by Don fuan; and ſeeming reſolved to in - 
quire into that Matter, and make example of the 
guilty, at the Requeſt ev'n of the Inhabitants them- 
ſelves, as the — Shin Cabals of the Poriugueze, 
according to their different Intereſts and Inclina- 
tions, protected the greateſt Delinquents, it was 
ſoon perceiv'd that all the Storm was to fall only 
upon one Frenchman, whoſe Hiſtory (tho' but a 
very ordinary one) I here ſhall give you. os 
The King of England, to oblige the Portugueze, 


had ſent them in quality of an excellent Ingeneer, 
24 Gentleman of Piccardy, more Famous for his 
Voice than for the Mathematicks, and they had 

thereupon aflign'd him a Penſion of 50 Piſtols a 


Month, 
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Month, which they always duly paid him, evn 
when they gave not a Farthing to any body elſe. 
Upon the Noiſe of the Cafi/zans approaching 
Evora, he was ſent in thither, in hopes that his 
uncommon Abilities would more than repair the 
ſmall Experience of the Governour: But the Town 
was befieg'd and taken without our Famous Inge- 
neer's having at all ſignaliz d himſelf; and after 
the ſurrender of the Place he ſtill remained in it, 
till the Day before the Eve of the Battel of Eſtre- 
mos, that he went out of Evora to join (as twas 
believ'd) Don Juan; but he having decamped the 


Night before that Wretch return d to the Town, 


and there remained hidden from the Faithful Por- 
ftugucæe that were in the place, till at laſt Evora 
being re. taken, and the People deliver d from the 
Caſtilian Yoke, they quickly found the way to the 
Gentleman's Lodgings, whither they went with a 
deſign to tear him in pieces, ſome accuſing him 
of having Sold the Town to the Caſtilians, and 
the molt moderate of them having agreed with 
Don Juan to go to ſerve in Spain But he having 
made his eſcape into the Inquiſitor's Houſe, tho* 
that be a Sacred Refuge for all Offenders, the 


Multitude was ſtill refolv'd to pull him out 


thence, and Sacrifice him to their Fury, During 
which vexatious Extremity, the Gentleman ha- 
ving ſent to beg Count Schomberg to protect him 
by his Authority, he being buſied without the 
Town in giving the neceſſary Orders for diſarm- 
ing the Caſtilians, &c. excus'd himſelf: Upon 
which Fremont (tho he did not know him) ha- 
ving promiſed to the Inquiſitor to InftruQ the Count 
de Caſtel-Melther of the Buſineſs, brought things 
o happily about for that Poor Wretch, that he 
FO © 3 ET ve was 
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was at laſt ſent back to his Brirannick Majeſty, 
who had ſent him thither. e de 


And as few Nations are more extravagant than 


the French when they are out of their own Coun- 


tty, I ſhall here give one other Inſtance to juſtifie 


what I may have occaſion to ſay in the Sequel. 

A Gentleman of Gaſcoign, above 50 Years of 
Age, who being none of the meaneſt Sort, had 
ſeen what paſſed at the Pyrencan Treaty, imagin- 


ing that nothing was more eaſie than to make Peace 


berwixt Two States that were at War together, 
repairing ſtraight to Madrid, boldly offered to 
conclude a Peace with Portugal, provided they 
would impower him to enter into a Treaty. Which 


Propofition being there accepted, and a Bill of Ex- 
change giv'n him for 500 Crowns, and as much 


more in ready Mony, departing from Madrid, 
and imbarking at Cadiz, upon his arrival in A/- 
garua he was Arreſted as a Spy; whence being 


ſent to the Court, and brought before Fernand de 
Monteito, Chief Judge of ſuch Matters, he was 


condemn'd to be Hang'd, which had certainly been 
his Fate, if by Fremont's Interceſſion his Pardon 


had not been obtain'd, tho? the Judge would never 


conſent to reſtore the Priſoner, withour acknow- 
ledging that he had been Juſtly condemn'd. ; 
But now to return from this Digreſſion; it 


would have ſeem'd, that after the Victory of 


Eftremoz, and the re-taking of Evora, du Terron 
wanted nothing but a favourable Wind to return 
into France; tho in the main he waited the arri- 
val of the Mony which had been promis'd the 


Portugucze, that he might have the honour of it; 


and in effect it being come, in ſpite of all the Per- 


ſwaſions that Fremont could make uſe of to induce 


him to leave a Part of it in his Hands for the 
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payment of the French Regiment, which was ex- 
pected every moment, he gave it all to the Count 
de Caftel-Melhor, at a time when the want of it 
would not have been very ſenſible to the Portu- 
gueze, who were then Victorious over their Ene- 
mies, and had Ten Months time to prepare for 
the next Campaign; but be let it plainly enough 
appear, that he was very indifferent of the French 
Regiment, his chief Aim being only to perſwade 
the Portugueze that his Kinſman acquitted him- 
ſelf 3 of what he had made them 
eee, „ gs” 

þ Caller: du Teron was no ſooner imbark'd, but 
Count Schomberg and Fremont being deliverd 
from the conſtraint of his Preſence, they concerted 
Meaſures for executing the Deſign they had formd 
before the Campaign, of compoſing a Body of 
French Horſe and Foot, to whom the Portugue ge 
ſhould only furniſh Bread, Barley, and Straw, re- 
ſolving to imploy the Mony they expected in 
time to come out of France for their Payment. 
And to do this with the more Order, Count Schom- 
berg promis'd to be preſent at all the Reviews 
the Portuguese ſhould make and write down un- 
der the Ordinance of the Commiſſaries, what he

Du Teron was yet in the Port when the French 

Regiment arrived extreamly diminiſh'd by Sick- 
neſs, and the remainder no leſs fatigu'd by their 
long abode on board of the Veſſels; fo that Fre-

mont underſtanding that there were above 300 
Sick, ſending a great many Quilts, Coverings, &c. 
into ſome of the King's Corn Magazines, upon 
the brink of the Tagas on the North fide, which 
were empty, he ordered Broths to be made for 
them; and as the Boats landed the Sick, he ſent 


all ſeaſonable Refreſhments on board of the Ships, 


together with Shoes and. Stockings for ſuch as 
wanted; which was no eaſie Task for one After- 
noon, in a Country where the Days are fo ſhort, 


as in Portugal; and eſpecially having to do with 


French; who when they arrive in any place ex- 


pett that all their Neceiſities ſhould be ſupplied 


in a Minute. 


As theſe Troops could not be ſubſiſted without 
Mony in a barren Country, where the Boors can 


furniſh nothing but the Cover, Femont endeavour d 


to perſuade the Favourite to reſtore to him a part 
of the Mony which Teron had given him for that 


End but he repreſented on the other hand, that 


that Mony had not been giv'n him to be diſtri- 


buted amongſt the Fench; but to ſupply the Ne- 


ceſſities of the Portugue ae, that it was their Bu- 


ſineſs, and none of his, to provide for their Pay; 


and that to oblige him to pay them, was to give 


with one Hand, and re take with the other. 


Fremont, who had neither carried thither any 
Letters of Credit, nor was there inveſted with a 
Character that might give him any; nor yet had 
any Effects that he could depoſitate upon his ob- 
liging himſelf to go out of Portugal, till he had 


bonourably acquitted whatever mght be lent him, 


borrow'd of a Banker 10000 Crowns ; and as that 
Sum could not go a very great length; he gave 


the Favourite to underſtand, that he had occaſion

So ſoon as the Trouble and Vexation which 

former Diſappointments had occaſion d, were a 

little appeas'd, as the Favourite and Secretary 
of State had experimented the incumbrance and 

uneaſineſs of anſwering the Importunities of the 

French Officers, and the daily Complaints of the 

People againſt the Soldiers, perceiving that it 

would be no eaſie Matter for them always to un- 

dergo ſuch a Fatigue, they propos d to Fremont to 
take upon him the Charge of all Funds that 
might come from France, and therewith to enter- 
tain the French Soldiers, rais'd. or to be rais'd, as

pineſs. To which may be added, that it is not 


with the Kings of Portugal, as with other Princes, 
who in the preſſing Neceſſities of their Affairs

However, the Count having receiv'd His Maje- 
ſties Letter at Bejo, was ſo ſenſibly touct'd at that 


| Counter-Order, that he then poſitively reſolv'd to 
leave the Service of Portugal; and he had ſearce o- 


beyed the Orders of the Court, when he repented 


of his Obedience. 5 


This unaccountable Proceed ing of the Favou- 


| rite extreamly avgmented Count Schomberg's 


Diſcontents, which Chazvert dexterouſly impro- 


| ving, in hopes ro raiſe himſelf upon his Ruins, 


ſecretly fomented thei PROG entertaining

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the Count 4 Caſte!-Melhor with falſe Reports of 
the General, which he (being naturally credulous) 


eaſily believed. Beſides, that the good Succeſſes 
which had fall'n out during his Miniſtry had too 
much elevated him; for he made no Ceremony 


to ſay, that in Two Tears time he had curb'd the 
Houſe of Auſtria, which the Power of France had 


not been able to effelt with the Affiftance of all her 


Allies in Five and Twenty. | zi 
Count Schomberg coming to Lisbon, very much 
diſſatisſied during his Abode in that Place, he 
liv'd in great Ind ifferency with the Favourite, 
and all his Faction. Mean time Gilvas Lobo 
thinking to ſignalize himſelf by ſome great Ex- 
ploit in his Abſence, went out with 1200 Horſe 
towards O/ivenza, whilft ohn de Silua made an 
Excurſion towards Talabera, Four Leagues above 
Badajoz. Of which, Count Mar/in, who com- 
manded the Caſtiltans on that Frontier, being in- 


formed, he ſent out againſt them Don Diego Ca- 


viliero with an equal number of Men; who |

Mayor. But in fine, the Miſunderitand ing betwixt 


the General and the Favourite coming 10 an ex- 
traordinary height, as Fremont was one Day de- 
ploring that Misfortune with the good honeft 
Portugueze, who Two Years before had infpired 
into the judge of the People the Deſign of in- 
treating the King to retain Count Schomberg in 
the Kingdom, after His Majeſty had granted him 
Permiſſion to return to France, this honeſt Man 
deſiring Fremont to concur with him, undertook

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to manage the Council of Four and Twenty, and 
induce their Judge to wait once more upon His 
Majeſty; which having effectually done, that Ma- 

iſtrate repreſented ſtrenucuſly to the King the

together: Upon which, Count Schomnberg having 


reſum'd che Care of the Affairs of the War, Fe- 


mont, to alleviate the Favourite's Uneaſineſs a- 


bout many Things that were paiſing upon the 


Frontiers of Gallicia, went himſelf to that Extre- 


mity of the Kingdom; whence he ſoon after 
* return'd ſo well inſtructed of all Things on that 


Side, that he perſwaded both the Counts of 
Schomberg and Cafte!-Melhor to carry the War 


into that Province next Campaign. And if the 


Favourite could not always comply with what 


| might have been expected of him, he was o 
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much the leſs to be blam d; that he had a Prince 


to govern, who every Day became more inſup- 


portable; for not contenting himſelf to run through 
the publick Bawdy-houſes in the Night-time, he 


ordered Proſtitutes to be brought to Alcantara 


and the better to hide his Impotency, and the 
little Neceffity he had of ſuch Company, they

Extravagancies, ſuch as were about His Majeſties 


Perſon made uſe of the Pretext of a prodigious 


Comet which had appeared ſome Days; infinu- 
ating, that ſuch Conſtellations portended the 
Death of Kings, or Revolutions of States. At 
which he was ſo much incens'd, that injuriouſly 
exclaiming againſt the Comet, he gave it infa- 
mous Names, and in the height of his extrava- 
ine ·˙ 

While King A/ſonſo paſſed his Life in ſuch 
Exerciſes in the Company of Perſons who help- 


ed to perfect the Ruin of his Reputation, his 


Favourite was endeavouring to deſtroy the very Per- 


ſons that had moſt contributed to his Elevation;

which were about the Caſtle; fo that the Sixth 


Day of the Siege the Caſtilians became Maſters 
of the coverd Way and the Counterſcarp, upon 


which (with conſiderable Loſs on their fide) they 


at laſt lodg'd themſelves. : 
Mean time the Army of Portugal being aug- 
mented by the arrival of the Forces of Beira and 
1raos Montes, under the Command of the Count 


of St. ohn (a Man of Merit and Courage, who - 
had always diſtinguiſh'd . himſelf by his Zeal for 


his Country, and application to the Affairs of the 


War; he having been the firſt that form'd and 

diſciplin'd the Portugucge, in imitation of the 
French that Count Schomberg had carried thither, 
and others having follow'd his Example, almoſt 
all the Troops of Portugal (as well as their Court) 
are now modelFd very much after the French 
Faſhion) the News of the Siege of Villa Viciaf2 
determin'd the King and Minifters (who eafily 
 toreſaw'the dangerous Conſequences of loſing that 

Co 2M Place) 
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Place) to give the Generals reiterated Orders to 


relieve it, allowing them (if they could not Ef- 


fect it otherways) to hazard a Battel, ſo that 
without any further delay Orders were giv'n to 
March next Day. And Count Schomberg, who 
had formerly view'd all the Poſts about C/ a V+- 


cioſa, finding none more convenient for the Army 
than that of Montes Claros, he gave Orders in 
Writing to Denis de Mellos, General of the Horſe, 
to detach Six Squadrons that very Night, with 


Orders to them ſo toon as they came within a 


League of Lilla Vicrofa, ro Poſt 190 Cavaliers up- 
on the top of Montes Claros, from whence it 


would have been eaſie to diſcover the Enemies 


Motions upon the approach of the Porrugueze 
Army; which conſiſting of 13 or 14000 Foot, and 


near 5500 Horle, left Eftremoz the 17 th of June, 


and after Marching Two Leagues, halted near 


ſome Fountains, both to give the Soldiers time to 
refreſh themſelves, and the Rear (which was a 
lictle behind raking Bread) time to come up. 


Mean while Count Schomberg advancing, and ſpy- - 


ing upon the top of Montes Claros ſome Ca- 


: valiers was expreſſing to the Officers about him 
the Satisfaction he had to ſee them there; for, 


ſaid he, we ſhall now have time enough to make 


our ſelves Maſters of that Poſt, when meeting a 


Party of 30 Horſe, they aſſur'd him, that the Ca- 


valiers he had ſeen upon Montes Claros were 
Caſtilians. Upon which, calling for Denis de 


Alellos, and asking him what was become of the 
Six Squadrons he had ordered him to detach the 
Night before? He anſwer'd, That he had only 
ſent a Party of 30 Cavaliers with a fure Guide, 
thinking that ſufficient, Jes (ſaid the Count) 
that's ſufficient to have your Head cut off, for

Count Schomberg usd to give his Orders of late,

At the ſame time appeared Ten Squadrons of Ca- 
_ ſtuhans coming out of a Valley from behind ones 
Claros, and Ten others following them; ſoon after 
were form'd two Lines of Two and Twenty Squa- 


drons each, which cover'd the whole Front of the 


Valley which widen'd towards the Portugueze,mwho 


were already within Cannon-ſhot of the Enemy. 


Count Schomberg having with extraordinary 
Stwiftneſs obſerv'd the Ground, began to form his 
Right about the Ruins of a decayed Houle, in 


the Court of which he placd a Batallion of 


 Portugueze, with Two Pieces of Cannon, (there 
being to the Right a Stream) ſtretching out the 
Army on the Left ; he likewiſe form'd Two Lines, 


but with ſuch Precipitation , that ſome of the 


Troops on the Left were not brought preciſely up 


to their Places. | 


Count Schomberg obſerving that the Marqueſs 3 
of Carazena (who had already form'd his Third 


Line of Cavalry) was refolv'd to bring all his 


Horſe to the Right, (that not being convenient

Mean time Count Schombers arriving upon .

Standards) fall deſperately upon the Two Exgliſb 
Squadrons in the Third Line, who had at their 


Head Fredericꝶ the Count's Eldeſt Son, a Reſolute

that the Second Line did nor come up to back 
him, and acquainting the Marqueſs of Carazene 
therewith, he immediately diſpatched Don Diego 
Correa, General of the Horſe, with Orders to fol- 
low the Firſt Line, and ſuſtain it, and likewiſe 
to attack ſome Squadrons of the Firſt Line of 
Portugueze, which yet remain'd intire, being ſu- 
ſtain'd by the Barallion poſted in the Ruins of 
the old Houſe, which ſtill refiſted againſt all the 
| Attempts of the Caſtilians. — | 
Theſe Delays gave time to Count Schomberg 
to reinforce his Firſt Line with Four Batallions 
drawn out of the main Body of the Portuguege, 
together with his own, and the Count of Sr. Johns, 
Guards, tho' they had already chargd Five or 
Six times: At which the General Officers of the 
Portuguese (ſurpriz d to ſee him draw out the 
foreſaid Batallions, in preſence of the Caſtilian 
Foot, immediately ſent a Detachment to 
poſſeſs their Poſt with Two Pieces of Cannon, 
which forthwith began to Fire) ſent to tell the 
Count that they were now no longer able to en- 
dure the Caſtiliant Fire: To which he anſwer'd, 
That he was going vigorouſly to Attack their 
often kg.

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- Com; which once being ronted, tyvyou d be 


an eaſie matter to defeat their Infantry. \, 
The Four Squadrons of Porrtugueze, with as 


many Field- Pieces, being Poſted in the Firſt Line 


of the Right Wing, Count Schomberg order'd

olf Villa Vicioſa, Colonel Chauvet, and Count 
Mleinard of Schomberg, Captain of Horſe in his 
Tather's Regiment, who were ſent after them, de- 


ſtroy'd the greateſt Part, and return d with Five 


and Forty Pair of Colours, 4000 Caſtilians, which 


were retired under a little Fortreſs which the 
Marqueſs of Caragena had Built upon an Emi- 
nencè not far off, render d themſelves Priſoners 
upon the Noiſe of the Defeat of their Army, and 


the 1500 Men which were left in the Trenches 
"retiring towards Gerhumena, were in their Re- 


treat extreamly haraſs'd by the Garriſon of the 
Caſtle, Don Manuel Caraffa, who Commanded 
thoſe Run-a-ways, having been Wounded with a 
 Muſquer-ſhor,, of which he ſoon after Died.

This Incurſion 15 much allarm'd all the 
Neighbouring Country, that a great many open 


Places (and ev'n Caſtles) ranſom'd themſelves 


from Fire and Plundering; all which Contribu- 
tions, together with the Booty, were carefully di- 
vided, and. diſtributed amongſt the Officers and 


Cavaliers at their return. 


The News of the taking of St. Lacar, in the 
riche Province of Shin, and that of which the 
Caſtilians are the moſt Jealous, arrivd at Lisbon, 
before twas known that Count Schomberg was 


gone thither; but inſtead of rejoicing at it, and 
writing favourably to the Count, (who made ap- 
pear the eaſineſs of extending the Limits of Por. 
tugal on that fide ; repreſenting: that the Mar- 
queſs of Carazena, notwithſtanding the preſſing 
Inſtances of the Duke of Medina Sidonia, Gover- 

nour of Andalouſia, made great Ditficulty to let 
any of the Troops go out of Eſiremadura) the 
Favourite reſuming his firſt way of Reaſoning, 
anſwered, That ir did not conſiſt with the King 


his Maſter's Conveniency to begin a War in An- 


dalouſia, having already enough upon bis Hands in 


ſundry other Provinces; which Arguments ſmelt as 


little of the Politician as rhe Soldier ; for beſides, 
that the Mountains render A/z2rva almoſt unac- 
ceſſible on that fide, the Guadiana covers it, and 
the Portugueze have over againſt Agamonta, 
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which is but weak, Caſtro Marino, which is 4 
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very ſtrong Place, by which on all Occaſions 
Troops and Proviſions might have paſs'd; but in 
the main, there was no great appearance, that 
after having ſeparated the Strangers the Lear be- 
fore, the Portuguese would now allow them to 
be Maſters of a Sea-Port, where (if they would) 5 
they might have maintain'd themſelves after the 
Peace, by receiving Succours from Fance and 
- from Tangiere, which is over againſt Agamonta; 
fo Count Schamberg making uſe of his peculiar

Lucar; which leaving in a very good Condition, 
with 400 Foot, and ſome Horſe in Garriſon, at- 
ter having remained there Eight Days after the

= was receivd by the King, and remain'd till [he 
made her Publick Entry into Lisbon. 5 


The Count of Cafte/-Me/hor founding upon his 


„Credit, (which was now very well eftabliſh'd) 
upon the good Opinion he had of his own Ca- 
pacity, and particularly upon the reiterated Ad- 

vices he had from many Parts, that the Queen 
was reſolv'd to live in good Intelligence with 


him, imagin'd that it would be no difficult Mat- 


ter for him to gain as great an Aſcendant over the 
Queen, as he had already gain'd over the King; 

not doubting but he ſhould ſoon be able to Govern 
her, as he always had done him, ſince the begin- 
ning of his Favour, which was at the time of 


Cantis Baniſhment to Braſil. But all the Ad- 
vantages with which he imagin'd himſelf (above

railing the Marquis of Marialva, who was on 
orſeback with his Brother Don Rodrigo at his 

ſide, the King, who thought that praiſing the 


Marquis of Marialva, was deſpiſing the Count of 


Caſtel. Melhor, who was likewiſe at the Head of a 
Troop at that Exerciſe, flew into ſuch a Paſſion 
againſt the Infant, that drawing his Poniard, if 
the Queen had not a ſecond time interpos'd, he 
would have lodged it in his Body; ſo much was 
he pre-occupied, that all that the Infant ſaid was 


but an effect of his Contempt of him, that no 


ſooner did Don Pedro give his Approbarion to 
any thing, but the King diſapprov'd it: And now 
being abſolutely indifferent · of his Brother's Satiſ- 

faction, he took from him his Almoner, Foſeph 
de Fonſeka, refuſing him another Eccleſiaſt ick in 
his Place; and thereupon the Infant, that he 


might not be any longer ex pos d to the Inſults of. 


the Court, demanding that he might be put in 
Poſſeſſion of the Office of Conſtable, which be- 


long'd to him; the Favourite and his Cabal 


tearing that thereby the Infant might become

to the Crown, and ſhould not have the Diſſatiſ- 
faction to ſee ſuch a beautiful Princeſs fo unworthi- 
ly treated ; but he ler ni of that be under- 
ſtood, till afterwards acknowledging it to his Con- 
feſſor, he likewiſe, as we ſhall after ſee, commu- 
nicatèd it to the Queen's Confeſſor. Rn 
Alter the firſt Days of the King's Marriage to 
the Princeſs of Aumalj 'twas obſerv'd that they 
were not ſo fond of one another, as it might 
have been expected from Perſons of their Age. 
And this indifterency, which ar firit was only per- 
ceiv'd by ſuch as went near their Perſons, be- 
coming inſenſibly, more viſibly gave birth to a 
third Cabal in the Court; fo that the Two weaker, 
as 'tis ordinary in ſuch Caſes, joining againſt the 
ſtrongeſt, had the good Fortune at laſt to Triumph 
cover it. But as all thoſe Intrigues were mana - 
ged with great Secrecy, and carried on at the 
fame time, we muſt as much as poſſible avoid 
Confuſion in diſcourſing of them.

Z The King, far from abandoning his evil Cu- 
ſtoms, continu'd no leſs inhumane than before his 
Marriage, and every Day gave new Diſguſts to 
the Queen to that degree, that he. prerended at 
laſt ro be in Love with her firſt Chamber-maid. 
nd as for the Infant, King A/fon/o Join'd to the 
Envy he had always born him, ſuck an implacable

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Hatred, that if there had been any ſubject of Jea- 
louſie betwixt them, the World could have at- 
tributed it to nothing elſe. In a word, his Fa- 
vourite ſo abſolutely poſſeſsd him that he acted 
by him alone, ſo that the horror of King A/- 
ſonſos Vices did almoſt all reflect upon the Count 
of Caſtel-Melbor (who as People pretended) inſtead 
of ſweetning the Fierceneſs of the Prince's Temper, 


And moderating the Exceſs of his Tranſports, took

Favourite had now no more regard for the Sa- 
tisfaction of that Princeſs ; ſhewing themſelves 
upon all Occaſions very indifferent of her in par- 
ticular. 5 | To 
Such unaccountable Conduct of Perſons 
who were in the wrong, gave the Queen inſen- 
ſibly ſubjeQ to enter into great Suſpicions, that 
Tome pernicious Deſign was hatching againſt her; 
but the more Reaſon ſhe had to complain of her 
- Suffterings, the more ſhe was Circumſpect in ex 
preſſing her Reſentments ; for beſides that ſhe. 
knew her Misfortunes were regretted by all that 
were acquainted with them, ſhe did not think it 


convenient to truſt herſelf to every Body: And 


the defire of performing what was expected of 
her in France, did ſo intirely poſſeſs her, that 
ſhe thought much leſs of finding Remedies for 
Her Sufterings, than of Means to diſſemble them. 
And tho the wanted not Diſgraces of her owt 
C . ſufficiently 
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ſiufficiently to afflict her, ſhe beheld with a great 
deal of Trouble and Vexation the Injuſtices daily 
done to the Infant; and teſtify d on all Occaſions 
aà great deſire of reconciling him to the King, 
and reſtoring him to his Favour. . 
The Infant on the other ſide ſupporting very 
impatiently the Miniſtry of the Favourite, had con- 
ceiv'd, and long entertain d, an implacable Hatred 
againſt himſelf and his Friends, many of which 
were not without Reproach. And tho? it ſhould 
have been ſatisfactory to him to ſee the better Sort 
of People eſpouſe his Intereſts, the daily Diſ- 
_ graces he receiv'd at Court made him {till think _ 
himſelf very unfortunate ; for Don Alfonſo ha- 
ving lately baniſh'd him to the Country, after 
having remained there ſome Days, he could not © 
return to Court without making great Submiſſi- 
ons to the King and his Firſt Miniſter; which 
gave Occafion to think that at laſt the havghti- 
_ neſs of the Infants Spirit had giv'n place to the 
* Politicks of his Creatures, fince nothing but ſome

Things being in this condition in the beginning 
of the Year, and the Infant ready to accompany 
the King to Selvaterra, he deſir d Permiſſion ſto = 
take thither a greater number of Servants than 
he us'd to have; but that (tho' cuſtomary ) was 
 refusd him.] And ſoon after the Count of Torres, 
(one of the Infant's Houſhold ) who was raiſing

| af the King, to call him Prince, Don Hifonſs = 
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told him, That his Brother was not Prince, but 


Infant: Ordering withal Count Torrez to return 
the ſame Day to Santarem. Tis true, That the 


Infant not having been then acknowledg'd Prince 
by the States, could not in effect take upon him 


that Quality: But that Complement was par- 


donable to a Courtiſan, in Diſcourſe. 


Tho the King had order'd great Preparations 
to be made for Hunting, he took that Divertiſe- * 
ment but once during his abode at Salvaterra ; 
where he frequently paſs'd a good part of the 
Day and Night at the Rounds, with ill Mufick, 


and ill Entertainment. All which ſhameful Ex- 

ceſſes, together with the other Indignities he 
daily offer d to the Queen, made the greateſt 
part of the Grandees abandon his Intereſts, to 


How thoſe of that Princeſs. And ſome think- 
ing themſelves oblig'd to carry things a greater 
length; amongſt others the Marquis of Niſſa, 


his own Uncle, and the Marquis of Sandes, go- 


ing to the Favourite, repreſented to him, Thar 
berng perſwaded the King could have no Chilaren, 
there was an abſolute Neceſſity of Marrying the 
Infant.

ing upon the blindneſs and Rupidity of that Mi- 
niſtef, who never thinking of making the neceſ- 
fary Preparations for the Campaign, let flip many 
good Occaſions of extending the Limits of Port- 
gal and inlarging the Bounds of his Native County; 
the Count enviedextreamly the Happineſs of thoſe 


who were about to acquire a Reputation in the 


War which France was going to Declare againſt 
Spain. And mean time, that he might not have 
any thing to reproach himſelf withal, after ha- 
ving prepard what he thought Neceſſary for 
that Attempt, he departed from-E/iremosz the 7th 
or 8th of March, at the Head of 4000 Foot, and 
' 600 Horſe, with a Deſign to take Albuquerque, 
or at leaſt to carry off a Regiment of Caftz/ian' 
Horſe, and another of Liſh Infantry, which were 
in the Lower- Town; beſides which, there was in 
a little Caſtle in the Higher -· Town Four Compa- 
nies of Catalonians. B 
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The Count 'matching all the Night, the In- 
' Fantry met with no ſmall difficulty in paſting o- 
ver Two little Rivers, where they were up to the 

Middle in Water. However, arriving at the 
Place an - Hour before Day, and ſcaling the 
Walls, they march'd ſtraight to break open the 
Gate of the Lower. Town; having brought Two 
Petards, and every other thing that was Neceſſary 
to facilitate the entry into the Higher, in Caſe 
they could not get in pell-mell with the Sol- 
ders and Citizens, who they thought, upon their 
appearing, would retire thither: Deſigning to fix 
the Petard while the Exgliſh ſhould endeavour 
to Scale the Caſtle at a Place where *rwas ſaid 
the Wall was very low; but theſe finding the 
Wall much higher than the Spies had imagin'd it 
was, and the Porizgueze finding Palliſado's and 
other Works before the Gate, which render d its 
Acceſs very difficult, the uneaſineſs of the

Sending at the fame time a Portugueze Officer 
to carry the ſame Order to the Marquis of 
Nowrmontter, who was polted in another Street 
at the Head of-a Portugueze Regiment he com-

the State upon all Occaſions. And ſome Perſons 
_ poſted there on purpoſe , joyning the Officers of 

_ thoſe Troops which were already gain'd, they all 

_ confirming the Infant in the Sentiments he ſcem d 
to entertain of them, Don Pedro aſter having 

Thanked them, going up into the Palace, firſt 
- | made; himfclt Maſter of the King, without. his 
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"Knowledge; and then going to wait upon the 
Queen, he advis'd her to retire to the Convent 


ot Hope, from whence ſhe immediately wrote to 


the King, That the ſmall Account that was made 


of ber at Court baving oblig'd ber to retire to that 
Convent, ſhe now thought fit (not being his Wife ) 


to demand of him her Patrimeny, and Permiſſion 


to return to France; Sending at the ſime time 


to delire the Abbot of St. Romain to come and 


hear at her grate the Reaſons which had induc'd 
her to throw her {elf into that Monaſtry. During 


which Meſſages that Princeſs diſmiſsd her Por- 


tugucge Maids of Honour, &c. telling them, That 
ſh: was none of their Queen, and retaining only 


Three to attend her, while ſhe receiv'd the Com- 


plements of ſich as came to wait upon her. 


The King tranſported with Anger at the hearing 


of the Queer's Letter, getting immediately into 
Coach, ſurrounded by thoſe who were got ready 


to accompany his Majeſty a Hunting; and driving 


ſtraight to the Convent, the Door being refus'd 
him, and he calling aloud for Hammers and Axes 


to break it open, th Queen (at that Word and 


at the Noiſe of ſo great a Concourſe of People 
of whoſe Deſign ſhe was ignorant) fell into 


a Soon; the Intant at the ſame time coming up, 


and the Counſelors of State which were preſent 


Joyning with him, they hinder'd Don A/fon/o 


trom proceeding any further in his Attempt. _ 

Next Day the Queen having fent for the In- 
fant, deſired him to carry her Complaints tq 
the King, Don Pedro gave his Majeſty an account 


of his Meſſage. But Don A/fon/o (till infiſting 
that he was not impotent, the Queen cauſing the

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ſign of returning to France, ſo ſoon as ſhe ſnould 
get her Marriage declared Null: The Manage- 
ment of which Affair ſhe had committed to the 
Duke of Cadava/.

1 The King's Impotency being thus divulg'd, 
. the People all with one Voice cryed out, That 


the Queen ſhould be married to the Infant. But 
the Magiſtrates of the Town at the Counſel of 
Four and Twenty went a greater length; for they 
preſs'd Don Pedro immediately to accept the Re- 
gency of the Kingdom. And in the middle of 
all this Confuſion, the Marqueſs of Cz/cars a- ij 
waking the King next Morning, told him wirk, 
his ordinary Liberty, That if he did not ſpeedily 
reſolve to ſend for the Infant, and remit the Go- 
 vernment' into tis hands, his Crown was irre- 
 rrievably loft. But that infatuated Prince (tho? 
the Counſel of State told him the ſame thing) 
rejecting all the ſeaſonable Advices that were 
giv'n him, could not at all be brought to apply, 
or determine himſeif to any thing. 
The Duke of Cadaval mean time continuing to 
preis the Infant to come to the Palace, he went 
thither the 23d of November after Dinner, ac- 
companied with the Magęiſtrates and Counſel of 
the City, and Counſel of Four and Twenty; who 
10yning themſelves to the Counſel of State which 
was waiting for them, after a fhort Conference 
in the Anti-chamber, the King not ar all appearing. 
ſurprized, was arreſted in his own Chamber. 
Which being executed, the Infant ER 
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| amd for Secretary of State Pedro Vieira de Silua, 
who had ferv'd in that Office under the late King; 
and during the Regency of the Queen. And bt 8 
drawing up a Writ, containing the Reaſons and 
| Motives of that ſudden Change, they were Read 
and Approv'd in the following Counſel. And 
tho + big Cavida preſented to the ſame Coun- 
ſel a Paper Sign'd by the King, containing that 
Prince's Abdication, the Infant nevertheleſs would 
not hear of accepting the Crown. And knowing 
that the King extreamly ill treated thoſe that 
 ferv'd him, refolved to lye in the Palace, and 
likewiſe detain there ſome of che principal of the 
Counſel of State, of the Nobility, and of the 
Feople; confirming at the fame time the Convo- f 
cation of the States for the Month of Zanuary . 
following, and cauſing likewiſe for the ſatisfacti- . 
don of his Creatures the King's Abdication to be 
*Ex2mined ; ſo that tho' he reſuſed the Crown, 
he enjoy d all its Ad. antages. 
Count Schonberg, tho? far from the Court du- 
ring theſe great Revolutions, being acquainted 
with cvery thing that paid there, acted . very 
well his Part, having diſperſed into the uttermoſt 
Borders of Alentejo the Troops of that Province, 
which the Favourite thought to have made uſe 
«of to oppreſs the Infant; till being aſſured by

Nill a Priſoner at Lichon, and knowing the great 


Progreſs the French had made the Campain be- 
fore in Flanders, and the Conſternation in which 


they were at Madrid, in the apprehenſions that 
another Campain thould deprive chem of the reſt 
of the Low Countries, together with French 


County; being moſt of alt allarm'd to ſee that 


Don Fuan would not go into Flanders, tho? the 
Queen Regent and the Counſel of State had or- 
dered him thither, and furniſhd him Money, 


Troops and Ships which had been promis d him; 


the Marquis not being able to comprehend the 
reaſons why that Prince in ſuch a preſſing con- 
juncture ſhould make it his capital Buſineſs to 
ſupplant Father Nit ard, which he eafily foreſaw, 


would put the Court of Spain extremely in diſor--— 


der, endeavouring to deliver his Country from a 
part of its Evils, and render himſelf conſiderabls 
to both parties; he usd all his efforts to get 4 
Peace concluded with Portagal: For which he o 
advantagiouſly diſpos d ſome of the Deputies of 
the States, that the thing was ready to be pro- 
pos'd at the Firſt meeting of that Aſſembl y. 


After the uſual formalities at the opening of 


the States, the firſt thing they did was to declare 


the Infant, Prince. or Preſumptive Heir of the 


Crown. And Don Pedro on his fide cauſing an 
Authentick Copy of the King's Abdication to be 
deliver'd to each of the three States, to have their 
advice ſeparately; the Deputies of the People or 
Commons were unanimouſly refolved ro declare 
the Prince King. But ſeeing that the other two 
Bodies of that Aſſembly were not ſpecdily like to 
come to any reſolution, becauſe there was no time 
to be loft in that delibe: ation, it was determin'd - 


that the Prince ſhould only take upon him tde

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At this time, the Abbot of St. Romain, Envoy 
of France, acquainted the States that a Peace was 
already on Foot betwecn France and Spain, and 
that if they were reſolv'd to ſend their Plenipo- 
 tenciaries thither, there was no time to be loſt; 
all the Aſſembly thinking, that the ſureſt way to 
obtain a Solid and Laſting Peace, unanimoufly re- 
ſolved immediately to Chooſe theit Deputies. 
But the Partiſans of the Marquis of Lich, (fore · 
ſeeing that that would deſtroy all that he had done 
and Fruftrate his and their Expectations) told them, 
that there was no neceſſity of ſeud ing Ambaſſadors 
to Foreign Countries to conelude a Peace with 
Caſtile, the Count ol Sandwich having very accepta- 
ble Propolitions to make to the States (if they would 
give him Audience; ) which might be Agreed to 
and Concluded by the Marquis of Lich, who had

The Propofition prevailing; the Earl of Sand. 
wich, Ambailidor of England, had Audience f ( 
the States, in which he acquainted them, that if 
the Portugucac were now diſpoſed to accept of 
the Treaty of Peace, which they had refuſed Two 
Years before; he could get. it Sign'd and Ratified 
by his Catholick Majeſty.

This Propoſition of the Earl being Joy fully 


received by the States, they appointed to treat 


Cadaval, the Marquiſſes of Niſſa, Govea and Mas 


riatoa, the Count of Miranda and the Secretaryof 


State. And thele Plenipotentiaries looking upon 
the Concluſion of that Affair, only as a means to 
faciliite the bringing about of a greater, and ea- 


fily agiceing to all, without much Examination; 
the Regent, the Queen, and the Abbot of St. Ro- 
mali, being much Svrpriz'd at that Precipitation, 


-u&! their utmoſt Efforts to prevent the Signing 
and Karificarion of the Treaty; repreſenting to 


the States in Publick. and in Private; together, 
and ſeparately, the ingagements, and obligations 


they had to France, and the Shamefulneſs and 


Ingratitude of entring into a Treaty without the 
participation of 2 Prince who had done fo much 
for them; and ot Concluding and Ratify ing it 


without his Knowledge. But the States far from 
taking any notice of theſe Remonſtrarions, did all 
that was in their power to ſhorten the time pre- 
ſcribd ; not only exci:ing one another, and Solli- 
citing themſelves the Plenipotentiaries, but like-

of the Supream Power which was then Lodg'd in

{ſelves the admiration of thoſe who before blam'd 
their Conduct. By this Peace (which was con- 
cluded at Licbon the 13th of February, and 
publiſt'd the 10th of March 1668.) Spain ab-

The Prince (who was but Juſt deliver'd from a 
long and grievaus Oppreſſion, and had other At- 
fairs in his Mind which touch'd him yet nearer 
the Heart than that) conſenting to all that the 
States defir'd of him, was inveſted with the Go- 
vernment of the Kingdom, under the Title of 
Regent: Which tho it did not pleaſe the People, 
who would have had him immediately take the 
name of KING, it neververtheleſs procur'd him 
the applauſe of all the Grandees; who very 
much commended his Moderation. To 
As ane Misfortune ſeldom comes alone, King 
Alfonſo after having been declar'd incapable of 
Reigning, was likewiſe judg'd impotent by an 
Eccleſiaſtical Senteuce, giv'n the 24th of March, 
declaring that Princes Marriage with the Prin- 
ceſs of Auma Null: Which Sentence the Queen 
having caus d to be ſignified the ſame Day to 
the States, deſiring of them her Patrimony, that 
ſhe might return to France, they reſolving to uſe 
their utmoſt. Endeavours to retain that Prineeſs
